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As young inmate awaits release, prison 
statistics offer little indication for future

TWIN FALLS - Five-time felon 
William King-sland, 29, makes payments 
on a hou.se, holds down a regular job and 
fawn.s over his liaby .siep-granddatigliccr. 

All while serving time in prison. 

Between niglil shifts producing twine 
in Jerome, Kingsland lives and sleeps 
under tlie gaze of guards at the Twin 
Falls Community Work Center, con.sid- 
ered the cutting edge of imprisonment in 
fdaho. 

Every d.ay before going off to his job, 
Kingsland showers, performs a chore 
such as cleaning the laumlry room, eats 
breakfast and wails for a work center 
guard to drive him to work. 

When he punches his timecard into liic 
dock at Bridon Cordage Inc. in Jerome, - 
he is just another employee earning a liv- 
ing for the next 12 hours, 

"’Hie culture diange is great. You can 
wake up and feel like you're doing your 
pan and paying your way," Kingsland 
said. 

'Ilie work center, one of three in Idaho, 
is starting to gain appreciation from law-

" Iliere is no way I'm going m get relia- 
biliiated, 1 learned worse stuff,'' Salas 
said. ‘‘You name it. I learned it."

’ computer "world model,” focusing on trends in 
population, itidustrializacion, hunger, nonre- 
nuwnhle resources and the environment. 

Diagrammed on p.ipor, the cmnputetfs.wrirld. 
.system ivus a rat's nest of cris.scMs.sing lines em- 
ulating 100 "feedback loops," cau.scs.’ffect linlcs. 
Increasing indastritd capital, for example, boost- 
ed agricultural capital, which influenced the 
amount of fo<xl grown, whidi affc-cted mortality 
in the population. In other words, just alNiui 
, everything influenced everything else. 

Armed with mountains of dai.i and .special- 
ist.s' advice, the MH' (cam plugged in the latest 
human fertility rates, rc.source use nites and 
other trends, and let their early ‘70s computers 
peer into tiie future: 

Population, food production, industrial out- 
put all exploded in the generation or nvo to 
come, depleting metals, energy and other 
resources so quickly, boosting prices so sliorply, 
that by the 2lst century's early decadci indus- 
trial indexes sank toward pte-imliLstrial levels. 
|H.T-capita f(K>d (iroductiim cnislicd and death 
niles skyrocketed. 

The researcliers adjusted. hyiNiihesizing l>ei- 
tcT ixipulaiion contnd, for example, and unlim- 
ited resources. But a crash still followed — if 
Liter in the century — licciase of niinous pollii- 
lion, or eroded land, or oilier factors. 

'Ihe only solution (hey could see: "delibcnite 
checks" on economic and (Kipulaiion gniwth. 

'Ihey miglit :i.s well have titled their wx>rk the 
“Ikxik of the AptKalypse." 

"Utter nonsense," fumed one anonymous 
eciniomisi in the New York Times' |>agc-one 
article. Critics scoffed at trying to mimic the 
world with a computer, and hog(ded at the 
notion of a no-growth economy. 

'Ilie Club of Rome team acknowledged their 
model Wits imiKTfect, but said the world's pml>- 
lems were so lilatant (hat the condusions were 
unavoidable. 

"The Limits to Growth" had legions of 
defenders. Ihe finding.s were unveiled in (he 
liallowed setting of Washington's Smitlisonian, 
in the presence of a IJ.S. Cabinet secretary. 
Columni.st.s and academics seia-d on its ihcme.s. 
And .some themes, after all, were far from radi- 
cal. In Ills Nobel Prize lecttuv two years earlier, 
American agronomist Norman E. Borlaug 
dedared that science might l>e able to feed tlie 
world, “but (he frightening power of human 
reproduction nuust be curl>ed." 

And that, he now notes with satisfaction, is 


exactly wluit happened. 

Borlaug was one of a doten sdemists, econo- 
mists and others asked by The Assodated Pre-ss 
to look back 25 years after “The Limits to 
Ciimih.’’ “Hie dreadful pienm-of the Club of 
Rome wasn’t followed,’’ the M-ycar-old father 
of llic Green Revolution :iays lotLiy. 

That may oversimplify tilings in some tu’eas. 
But wlicn it comes to human reproduction, the 
news contrasts starkly with 1972’s dark v-ision. 

“Limits,’’ relying on the best projections 
available, foresaw the world ptpilution almost 
doubling from 3.8 billion in 1972 to ? billion in 
2000. lasicad. it will barely rcodi 6 billion. Its 
growtli rate h;us fallen from 2 percent a year to 
1.4 percent. 

“Around the world, people chose to have 
fewer cliildrcn,’’ explains Jod E Oihen, a lead- 
ing American demographer and author of a 
definitive end-of<cntury work on the litinlTs 
“cjirrying capacity.” 

The key reason Cohen cites: More women 
worldwide are educated and woddng, engaged in 
a life beyond diildbcaring. “In 1970, for every 100 
men economically active, there woe 37 women," 
Cnlien said. "In 1990, tbcie wereCZ womca" 

Ollier factors indude China's one<hild-per- 
family (lolicy and the flow of imcrnaiiona] aid 
for family (ilanning Today in Bangladesh, for 
exam]>le, 36,000 female “fcniliiy workers” dis- 
pense contraceptives in the teeming country- 
side, wliere none n>vcd in 1972. 

Hut the good news comes with asterisks. 
Even if overcrowded Bangladesh hits ideal 
family-planning targets, its pojxilation density 
in die next century wtU top out at 3,600 ]x.-ople 
per .squ,irc mile, triple die number when Mrrs 
computers did dicir forecasting. 

If die slowdown in the world populaiton's 
growth is noteworthy, the improvement in its 
health has been remarkable. 

When “The Limits to Growth" was pub- 
lished, worldwide average life expectancy at 
birth snxMl at 53 years. By 199S, it had reached 
67. Much of the credit for greater survival g<x.-s 
to fuller stomachs — and credit for that goes to 
Borlaug and the other green rcvoUidonaries 
who brought improved seed and advanced 
fanning to die 'ITiird World. 

Glolml food production almost doubted in 
the past generation, while cultivated land 
expanded barely 5 pcrcciU. 

llic “Limit-s" scenarists had feared a p«{>ula- 
tion squeeze on farmland. But “so far we 
haven’t run imp any land constraint in a global 
sense,” said Nikos Alcxaadratos, chief ^obal 
forecaster for the U.N. Food and Agriailture 
Organization in Rome. “Additional p^uctinn 
has come from more intensive use of existing 
land, from higher yields."

The residents .said armed men 
linked to the ruling Imstitutionul 
Revolutionary Bnny have domi- 
nated the town for years and bar- 
rassed people not connected to 
ilie piuTy.

• Coverage to pay for pap 
smears and pelvic exams every 
three years, or annually for 
women who are at high risk for 
cervical cancer. Clinton said sur- 
vival rates for cervical cancer are 


almost 100 percent when it’s 
found and treated in the carlie.st 
stages. 

• Coverage for regular colorec- 
tal cancer screenings. Before the 
new law, Medicare paid for the 
tests only when patients showed 
symptom.s indicative of cancer in 
the colon or rectum. Diagnosed 
early, the cancer can be treated 
with a 90-percent survival rate, 
hut (he rule drops to 7 percent ^ 
when the cancer Is mi.s.sed until its 
advanced stage, Clinton said. 

- As for die long-term viability of 
the Medicare program, Clinton 
spoke Saturday of a yei to-l»-seat- 
ed commission appointed to rec- 
ommend ways “to ensure that 
MedicuT! will serve baby Ixximcrs 
and our cliildrcn as weU os it has 
served our parents." 

Under die statute that created 
the commission, the panel was to 
have been in place hy Dec. 1.

Making do 8 months after the flood 


Victims ^ow 
more frustrated 
as time goes on 

GRAND FORKS. N.D. (AP) — 
Duane Lcmbkc's life has narrowed 
to a tiny traiJer in a village of flood 
refugees on the outskirts of town. 

The thin walls arc barcly 
cnoiigh to keep out the wind and 
cold, even in o winter so far con- 
sidered mild by North Dakota 
standards. Tlic water pipes froze 
solid once. If the family runs the 
washing machine on spin cycle 
too long, pictures fall off the tvall. 

Lcmbkc, 5S, laid-off from his 
truck-driving job because the 
company was damaged in the 
flood, has been unable to rebuild 
his home. He tries to stay busy 
.with simple chores, but he has 
plenty of time to think about all 
that’s gone wrong in the past 
year. 

“It cats at a man," Lembke 
says. 'T used to get out, go visit 
the old place, but I don't even 
feel like going out of the house 
any more. I’ve lost my ambition 
toward everything." 

Lembke and his wife, who 
share a 12- by GO-foot trailer with 
their 23-year-old daughter and 
her toddler, arc among some 220 
families still living in temporary 
trailer homes provided by the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency, eight months after flood- 
ing devastated this city. Most will 
be here into spring of the New 
Year. 

‘‘I tell you what,” said Lembke 
says, “the longer we’re here, the 
more tempted 1 am just to take 
what I’ve got and leave." 

Lembke’s six grown children 
used to bring their families home 
for Christmas. 

“We won’t be doing that this 
year,” he says. "There aren’t 
basement rooms for the kids to 
stay." 

Kenneth Peterson and his wife, 
Lucille, seem more at case in the 
trailer park. Peterson, a psy- 
chotherapist, lost his home and 
his office to the flood, but he and 
his wife, both 64, talk about how 
lucky they arc. 

"It’s amazing what people can 
go through and still persevere. 



Surplus militan/

House leader wants aide’s resignation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
senior Republican House leader 
, demanded Saturday that 
President Clinton fire the uide 
who headed the White House 
health care task force that was 
the subject of a scathing rebuke 
by n federal judge this month. 

In a letter to Clinton, Rep. Dill ' 
Archer, R-Tcxas, also asked 
Clinton not to bill federal taxpay- 
ers for a $285,864 penalty that 
U.S. District Judge Royce C. 
Lambcrth imposed on the gov- 
ernment for providing “dishon- 
est” information to keep the task 
force, run by White House aide 
Ira Mngaziner, away from public 
view, 

“This type of conduct cannot 
be condoned, nor should it be 
rewarded through continued gov- 
ernment employment," wrote 
Archer, chaijman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
“And while the court has held 
that the ‘government’ must face 
the consequences, the taxpayers 
shouldn’t be asked to foot the 
bill," 

Among his finding, Lambcnh 
said Dec. 18 that the Clinton 
administration filed a false affi- 
davit by Magozincr to buttress its 
argument that the task force, 
chaired by Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, should be shielded from 
•public scrutiny. 

“It is clear that the decisions 
here were made at the highest 
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levels of government, and the 
government itself Is — and 
should he — accoumahtc when 
its officials run amok,” Limbenh 
wrote. 

A White House spokesman, 
who asked not to be idemified, 
said Clinton would respond early 
in the week to Lamberth's niling 
and Archer’s call. The spokesman 
refused further comment except 
that “Mr. Magazincr has and unll 
continue to perform as a valued 
member of the White House 
staff," 

In his decision, Lambcrth 
ordered the government to pay 
5285,864 to help cover legal 
expenses of the Association of 
American Surgeons and 
Physicians, a doctors' organiza- 


tion that had .sued for records of 
the task force’s deliheraiioas. 

Archer, who helped kilt the 
Clintons' health care plan in the 
House, said the ruling “raises 
questions that iimch on the heart 
of ethics, the proper conduct of 
government officials and the 
desire of the administration to 
keep information secret regard- 
ing important healili care policies 
that the public has a right to 
know.” 

At a Hanukkah celebration 
early (his week, Clinton said he 
had not read Lamberth’s ruling 
and wanted to resene comment. 
Relying on news accoimis of the 
ruling, however, he said his first- 
blush inclination was to he “quite

Who put the fiction in science fiction ... 


...or, why Scotty 
can’t beam you up 

CLEVELAND (AP) — Physicist Lawrence 
Krauss is b</ldly going where scientists have 
rarely gone before — out of the cloistered halls 
of academia and into the alien world of mass 
media. 

. His mission; to convince people that sdence 
is fun. 

His primary tool: “Star Trek" reruns. 

“I like to convince people diat sdence is cxdt- 
ing and worth talking aboux..just like a good 
movie," says Krauss, author of two books that 
have taken ideas from, sdence fiction— particu- 
larly from the “Star Trek" TV scries and films 
— and applied real sdcntific concepts to them. 
Krauss' gimmick is working. 

His first book, 1995’s "The Physics of Star 
Trek,” sold 100,000 copies in hardback. He 
recently completed a cros.s-country tour pro- 
moting his latest release, “Beyond Star Trek: 
Physics from Alien Invasions to the End of 
Time," publlslicd last month. 

With hisjuccess, the head of the physics 
departmenrat Case Western Reserve Univer- 
sity makes no apologies for tackling such 
weiglity topics as; would a transporter really 
work? And, what's ivrong iviih those explosions 
viewers hear when the U55. Enterprise trades 
Phaser blasts witli an alien ship? 

“In ‘Physics of Star Trek' and hopefully with 
this new one, I get to say, ‘Well look, here’s how 
close or far it is from redity,’" Krauss said dur- 
ing an interview in his office, where life-size 
photo cutouts of the original TV show's Capt. 
Kirk and Mr. Spock guard his rcdincr. 

In many cases — but not all — sdence and 
science fiction just don't mesh. 

Oise in point: The tnmsporter on the starship 
Enterprise. The instrument got Krauss ruminat- 
ing about sdence fiction concepts in the first 
place. Using a transporter, a crew member can 
dcmaicrinlizc in one place and rc-materiolizc in 
another. Krauss believes the device wouldn’t 
work, now or in the future, because of the 
immcn.se energy required to disassemble and 
I reassemble a person atom l>y atom.

He also touches in his first Trek hook on 
blunders physicists can't help but notice, such 
as objects producing sound in space, 'niere’s no 
air in space and therefore no sound, so the 
tiiundcrous explosions heard in “Star Trek" 
battle scenes on television and in the movies 
are inaccurate. 

But two other mainstays of the “Star Trek” 
universe — warp speed, which is faster than 
the speed of light, and time travel — are theo- 
retically possible, he contends. 

"Beyond Star 'Trek" not only targets 1'rek sd- 
ence, it considers oih(^ scenarios, such os in tiie 
film “Independence Day" and the TV show 
“nie X-Files.” He discusses real sdence impli- 
cations of traditional sdence fiction subjects, 
sucli as time travel, UFOs and alicas, and dair- 
voyance. 


For instance, the huge alien spaceship over 
New York in “Independence Day" would flat- 
ten the city merely due to* the air pressure 
involved to hold it up against the force of gravi- 
ty, he says. 

“It would be nice if sdence fiction on TV and 
Ollier places always got it right," he says. 

But they don’t, so Krauss accepts the fiction 
as entertainment. “It’s drama after all, and 
that’s what keeps it going.” 

While it’s fun to find die flaws in sdence fic- 
tion, Krauss secs his role as much more than a 
professional nitpicker. 

He believes there's a void between sdentists 
and the public, panicularly since the death of 
Carl Sagan last Dec(imbcr. 

Sagan won the Pulitzer Prize for general non- 
fiction in 1978 for “The Dragons of Eden: 
Speculations on the Evolution of Human 
Intelligence" and wide aedaim for liis 13-pan 
Public Broadcasting Service scries “Cosmos." 

Krauss dedicated his latest book to the 
Sagan, who brought difficult concepts to the 
masses and made sdence, well, almost cool. 

“Many scientists arc hesitant to make that 
leap into popular culture because some sense 
that it might be demeaning,” he said. “But it 
hasn't b(x 2 n for me, and I tliink people arc crav- 
ing to know more about their world." 

Jack Munscc, professor of physics and 
astronomy at California State Unficrsiry, Long 
Beach, recently invited Krauss to be the first 
speaker in a popular sdence lecture series. He 
says the physics profes.sor is good at ddivering 
the message that hard sdence is as amazing as 
the dreams of fiction writers. 

"I think too many scientisi.s are worried 
about their own discipline and not worried 
about communicating it to a wider audience," 
Munscc said. 

I'hc only thing Krauss fears now is that his 
audience will be disappointed tliat some of their 
favorite “Star 1'rck" gadgets ivould never work. 
Even if you can't change tlie laivs of pliysics, as 
Enterprise engineer Srotty was fond of remind- 
ing Capt. Kirk in almost every episode, there’s 
still plenty to learn about the universe. 

"Physics constrains us, sure," Krauss says. 
“But it constrains u.s hy marvels."

National crime rates have 
soared and dived from state to 
stotc, without a pattern, while 
the prison population has 
climbed steadily and uniformly 
in all states. In recent years in 
Idahp, violent crime has 
plunged. 

“1 think It’s fair to say the con- 
sensus of most criminologists is 
that while incarceration has 
some impact on crime, it’s far 
more modest than many politi-

State University professor and 
author of “In Defense of Ihisons." 

In general, lawmakers arc 
unwilling to risk spending money 
on alternative programs that don't 
have proof behind them.

Committee - recalled having to 
“cat atnv" before her collcagucs- 
when a program she liked turned 
out to be 100 expensive. 

“At first blush they sound pretty 
great, everybody likes to play pob- 
tics witli them because everybody 
understands crime," Gould said.

Lujun said one of her 
boyfriends had physically 
abused Salas nio.st of his child* ‘ 
hood. Three years ago, Sntas 
spoke over the phone with his 
real father, who lives in 
California and left the family 
when Salas was a toddler. Salas 
stole a car and skipped hU pro- 


bation to meet him. 

Salas was arrested promptly 
after approaching police for 
help locating his father, Lujan 
said. He was returned to Idaho 
and broke out of the Snake 
River Juvenile Detention Center 
in Twin Falls. 

Salas learned the hard way 
about bad behavior. In the past 
two years he has been punished 
for six incidents, mostly figliting 
and tattooing. At one point 
guards threw him -into .solitary 
confinement for 30 days for po.s- 
scssing tattoo equipment. 

Salas .sports full “sleeves" of 
tattoos ninning up both arms to 


the elbows - mostly “Chicano 
art," a peacock, his sisters' 
names on front of his arras, 
brothers' on back, and some 
California gang lettering. 

Sains said he is tiring of pun- 
ishment. He was reprimanded 
only twice this year. 

But he doesn’t know what he 
will take from his prison experi- 
ence. 

“I think it's a big rip-off, 
they're just taking money from 
the people," Snlas said.

“Tlic people we're releasing arc 
dioosing to focus on doing a good 
job," said Jeff Mjdiaels, the cen- ' 
let’s director. 

Lt. Mike Milhom, who supervuy- 
cs seven correctional officers at 
the work center, said he estimates 
about 85 percent of the inmates 
he oversees leave the work center 
without retuniing to prison. Out of 
64 inmates total, usually nvo or 
three arc familiar faces, he said. 

Kingsland is on ills third time at 
the center. He likes the center, 
but it’s not the only reason he is 
on the mend, he says. A near- 
death experience with metham- 
plictaminc made him rctltink drug 
addiction. 

Despite a good family and edu- 
cation while growing up in north- 
ern California, Kin^and became 
addicted to cocaine as a teen-ager 
and "lost cvcryiliing" 

He was arrested five times in 
Idaho, mostly for stealing and rob- 
bing a person to buy drugs. • 

He was sentenced to prison in 
1995 for felony eluding police. 
Police said he sped tlirough ncigli- 


borhoods then struck a squad cor 
after making a U-cum. 

Later, Kingsland was paroled 
but violated the agrcemcni when 
he quit Ills job on a mcihomphcta- 
mine binge. He suffered hallucina- 
tions, kidney failure, memory loss 
and emaciation. A fellow junkie 
who knew the symptoms helped 
save his life, he said. 

“In that 60 days that I used 
raeth, it scared me more than 14 
years (of cocaine),” Kingsland 
said. 

Kingsland kept returning to the 
work center for good behavior. 
About one third of inmates ivind 
up at the center because they 
behave well bcliind bars and show 
a willingness to change. Others 
are sentenced directly to the cen- 
ter for not-so-scrious crimes. 

Now he takes classes on anger 
management, how the human 
body responds to drugs and alco- 
hol and liBw to communicate feel- 
ings. He gets a monthly furlougli 
to visit his ivifc for a day and secs 
his sicpgninddaugliicr as often as 
she comes to visit. ’ 


“I got tired. (Mctiiamphc- 
tamino) is terrible. It's nothing 
.socia], jast a fad, definitely a prot> 
lem,” Kingsland said. 

Holding jobs wliilc doing time 
gives inmates the experience of 
living a- normal life after prison, 
work center officials say. Many 
such as Kingsland ore paying off 
homes and bills for family on the 
outside, and the feedback from 
employers has been positive. Only 
cigln inmates have escaped since 
the work center opened in 1992, 

Milhom has seen tlic cluinge in 
Kingsland. At first he had what 
many suffer from - an "ego prob- 
lem" - evidenced by his mu^cs 
and tattoos. Following his near- 
death encounter with metham- 
phetamine, Kingsland isn’t as keen 
on pumping iron, Milliorn noted. 

“I tliink he realized he couldn’t 
be the boss, and the drug was in 
charge of him ... it takis a couple 
of years to realize,'’ Milhom said

NAIROBI, Kenya — Many here 
question why Charity Kaluki 
Mwendwa Ngilu would want to 
endure the hassle of running for 
the presidency of this East 
African natioa In her short politi- 
cal career, she has been b^ten by 
riot police, tear-gassed by cops 
breaking up opposition rallies, 
and her convoy has been stoned 
while campaigning. To boot, she 
claims that mcmt»rs of Kenya’s 
ruling party are trying to harm 
her. 

"It's worthwhiJe simply because 
somebody has to do it," the 45- 
ycor-old politician said of her can- 
didacy in a recent interview. “I 
cannot sit back and watch and 
wait, and say who can do this. I 
must do this. I am qualified 
because I am what Kenyans arc 
looking for — a committed, dedi- 
cated, honest person, who can 
lead them through the problems 
they have." 

Her aim, she has said, is to seek 
a one-term mandate as "a bridge 
between tlie present undemocrat- 
ic system that Kenyans have 
rejected and tlic future democrat- 
ic one that Kenyans are yearning 
for." 

Although political pundits say 
Ngilu, who declared her candid- 
cy in July, is a longshot to win the 
presidency, most agree that she is 
capable of filing the chances of 
a fifth straight term for Kenyan 
President Daniel Arap Moi in the 
Dec 29 election. 

In recent montlis, Moi's govern- 
ment has been beset by a host of 
political and economic problems. 
International donors have penal- 
ized Kenya for widespread cor- 
ruption, while human rights 
groups have condemned the 
Kenyan authorities' excessive use 
of force at opposition rallies -~- 
which only recently were legal- 
ized — police brutiuity and arbi- 
tnuy arrests. In addition, scores of 
people have been killed in poUd- 
cally related ethnic violence in 
the country’s coastal rc^on. The 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — A senior Protestant para- 
military commander was shot, 
dead today inside Northern 
Ireland’s top-security Mazo 
prison by gunmen from an Irish 
Republican Army splinter group, 
police said. 

Billy Wright, chief of the 
Loyalist Volunteer Force, died 
immediately after being shot five 
times in the back in the visiting 
area of the British-rulcd 
province’s highest security 
prison, 12 miles southwest of 
Belfast. 

Three members of the Irish 
National Liberadon Army, which 
opposes a July 20 IRA ccosc-firc, 
handed in two handguns to a 
Catholic prison chaplain and 
were arrested by police. 

Wright, known as “King Rat," 
tvas convicted earlier this year of 


bloodshed has severely impacted 
Kenya's normally lucrative 
tourism industry.

ticularly Ngilu in the presidential 
race scores a major victory for 
Kenyan women in this land of 
African macliismo.

“This is something that would 
have been inconceivable ju.st a 
few years ago," said John 
Githongo, a political observer and 
respected columnist for tlic week- 
ly East African nctvspaper.

Wright’s death could rally 
more militont Protestant sup- 
port behind his parnmilirary 
outfit, or remove a thorn from 
the side of peacemaking efforts 
here. 

Earlier this year Wright had 
demanded and received his own 
wing of the Maze to accommo- 
date his growing band of follow- 
ers. The Liberation Army prison- 
ers, who were housed in another 
wing within the same H-shaped 
block of cells, protested and 
threatened to kill Wriglit.

More than 70 women have 
declared their intentions to vie for 
various civic and parliamentary 
scats. During the last Kenyan' 
elections in 1992, only six out of 
19 female candidates won 
Parliament scats — where! before 
Parliament was annulled, there 
were only two female ministers, 
one an assistant minister, out of a 
total 22. 

Maathai's campaign has yet to 
get off the ground.-The former 
university don and the first 
woman in Kenya to obtain a doc- 
torate announced her decision to 
seek the presidency only Nov. 20, 
throwing in her bid on the ticket 
of the newly registered Liberal 
Party. 

Ngilu’s campaign has had sever- 
al months to gather full steam, 
and many observers consider her 
to be Moi's most serious chal- 
lenger put of a field of IS. 

Ngilu; who entered politics in 
1992 when she was elected to 
Parliament in Kenya's first mul- 
tiparty elections since indepen- 
dence in 1963, is making her 
presidential bid on the ticket of 
the tiny Social Democratic 
Farcy. 

Her campaign speech is pep- 
pered with criticism of the 74- 
year-old veteran president: Moi 
has cnricltcd a few individuals at 
the expense of the majority; 
endorsed high-level corruption; 
and plunged mo.st Kenyans into 
poverty. 

With unemployment on the 
rise, crime plaguing Kenya's big 
cities, roads crumbling and hospi- 
tals and schools lacking basic sup- 
plies, Ngilu's promise to eradicate 
most of these problems appeals to 
the sentiments of the mo-sscs. 

“She's a different animal,” said 
Walter Oyugi, a professor of politi- 
cal science at the University of 
Nairobi. "This lady has a lot of 
courage. She’s been all over tiie 
country, and site's made a very 
positive impression." Ngilu 
emphasizes four mqin elements in 
her vision for Kenya's future: rec- 
onciliation, reconstruction, 
restructuring and sustaining 

Doctors discover 
antibodies in victims 

HONG KONG (A1-) — Docuirs 
have discovered antil»dics to the 
mysterious ‘bird flu’ virus in the 
blood of nine Hong Kong people 
who never became seriously ill, 
licaltli officiols said today. 

Only one or two of the nine 
remember having hod any flu 
symptoms, indicating Ihot human 
resistance to the virus, which 
until recently only affected poul- 
try, Is nut always os feeble as had 
been feared. 

The presence of antibodies 
means a person has been exposed 
to the virus, and has developed 
resistance. 

Among 11 people known to have 
developed full-blown flu from the 
virus, three have died. Eleven 
oilier people vvlio have fallen sick 
are suspected of having tlic virus, 
and one of them has died.

Caribbean counties roll 
out welcome mat for Cuba

KINGSTON, Jamaica — 
Hundreds of college stiideni.s 
.from throughout the Caribbean 
arc now studying at Cuban uni- 
versities, courtesy of the Havana 
government. 

Caribbean businesspeople are 
investing millions of dollars in 
Cuba’s booming tourist trade. ITic 
jiunaica-bosed SupcrClubs resort 
chain is building it.s sixtli complex 
on the Communist island, and Air 
.-Jamaica is rtmning tlircc fliglits a 
week into the eastern Cuban city 
of Santiago, adding to Cuban- 
Caribbean trade that now tops 
S50 million annually. 

And one by one, leaders of the 
Caribbean states are visiting 
Cuba, meeting with President 
Fidel Castro and signing agree- 
ments for economic, scientihe and 
cultural exchanges that are recon- 
necting Cuba with its neiglilwrs. 

At u time when the Clinton 
administration is struggling to 
maintain its global isolationist pol- 
icy- against the Cuban regime — 
with Pope Jolm Paul II due to visit 
the ishuid next month — iliese arc 
a few examples of a quiet yet 
determined regional warming 
toward Cuba that is as rooted in 
economics as it is in diplomacy. 

Much of the motivation is eco- 
nomic — the hope throughout 
the Caribbean that investing in 
the Cuban economy at the 
ground flwir will pay off. 

“The reality is that Cuba is 
going tu become an important 
economic force in our liemi- 
spbere, and it behooves us in the 
CarM>hcan to be part of the 
process of Cuban development."

Separatists retreat 
from government

OTTAWA — After nearly a 
decade of steady political 
advancement toward their 
dream of creating a French- 
speaking nation in North 
America, Quebec's separatists 
arc in sudden, serious retreat in 
the face of a vigorous counterat- 
tack by Canada’s federal govern- 
ment. 

The charge is being led by an 
unlikely captain: a 44-year-old 
intellectual named Stephane 
Dion who was recruited into pol- 
itics just two years ago from the 
University of Montreal. 

‘ From his post as a member of 
Parliament and Cabinet minister 
in Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien’s government, Dion has 
combined a passion for debate 
with a disdain for conventional 
wisdom and has fundamentally 
diongcd the long-standing argu- 
ment over Canada’s future. 

' Dion's success is evident in . 
opinion polls in Quebec — 
where support for separation 
has fallen precipitously — and 
in the ranks of the separatists, 
who are fighting among them- 
^ves over how to respond to his 
tiictics.

Pressure on Idaho's wildlife resources 
keeps growing, and I-ish and Game is 
hard-prc.ssed to meet its management 
and enforcement responsibilities. 
Many Idahoans regard abundant game 
anitnttls and fish as pan of our West- 
.erii birthright, but even a birthright 


requires maintenance. 

Fish and Game will ask the Legisla- 
ture for a fee increase next month, 
and proliahly for another one a year 
later. ’Hiese pmposals will incite howl- 
ing fmm some sportsmen - particular- 
ly tiiose who see every stream as a dis- 
count fish market, ’nicy'll make it hot 
for stale lawmakers who support an in- 
crease. and some lawmakers will prob- 
ably wilt.

I'ish and Game already has ear- 
marked the first year's increase for 
belter hig-game census data, more law 
enforcement to combat poadiing, and 
more information on hunter harvest, 
’niose appear to be rea.sanablc goals, 
but the Legislature should review 
them carefully - along with the rest of 
the agency's budget. 

'llie overall focus should he on main- 
taining and improving the resources 
for future generations of sportsmen, 
yuniers ami anglers will accept rea- 
sonable foe increases, but they will ex- 
pect results for their money.

5 First of all, we were pleased you ran 
•a story about the Farm Bureau's annual 
•convention. Farm Bureau is, after all, 
Ithe largest general agricultural orgnni- 
^zaiion in the state, with almost 49,000 
-member families, and is recognized in 
recent jiolls as one of the most effective 
lobbying organizations in Idaho. I also 
understand you just can’t afford to 
send a reporter to eveiy event, so you 
, rely on AP. The problem is that wiien it 
cotnes to coverage of the Idaho Farm 
Bureau l)y AP. you’re gelling inaccu- 
.rate information. Why it’s that way I 
Jdon’t know, hut I offer the following 
1 paragraph for your consideration. 

J The writer of the AP story ncitiicr at-

•what he printed as fact in tiie story. His 
post-election phone conversation with 
me la.sted all of about 10 seconds.

Selling, that’s wliai those lavender and 
coral sliins arc doing. So s.tys Brooks 
Brothers’ believable CEO, Joseph 
Grocnek. who, it is heartening to note, is 
not wearing one of them this day. He 
says that when such shins are worn un- 
der gray or navy suits "they calm dowm a 
lot.’’ File that under “faint praise.” 

An infonnal poll of sales personnel in 
half a dozen Brooks Brothers stores 
found some iasisience that the colorful 
sitinsarc a drug on the market. Howev- 
er. these salesmen - they were all men, 
and old enough to remember the days 
before male peacockery - may have been 
allowing their wishes to color their 
thoughts. ("Europeans” and “Women 
trying to change their husbands” were 
the acerbic ansrs'ers these disapproving 
men gave to the question. Who l»uys 
those sliins?) 



Brooks Brothers, which went (hrough a 
rocky patcii in the 1960s, is now coining 
money: In tlie most recent htdf-^Car re- 
porting period, operating profits were up 
118.3 percent over the corresponding pe- 
riod last yc.ir. Evidently Brooks Brothers 
is solving a problem diat politicians td- 
ways face - how'to appeal to a wider 
vieciorjtc without alienating their base. 

Bn>oks Brothers’ base consists of hide- 
Uxmd mossbacks who hate change - in 
slion. people who are the backbone of 
this Republic But a few years ago the av- 
erage age of the clothier's customers wa.s 
ill the 50s, so the problem was to get oth- 
er jivople into the store. (Time was, 
Brooks Brothers on Madison Avenue 
closed on Saturdays because “outsiders” 
shopped then.) Now youth has come 
knocking at the door, but youth often 
docs not know liow to dress up - or down. 

Dress up? They arc a lost generation, 
$.inorially. Tliey attend college classes 
looking like derelicts - or like their liigh 
school and even their college teachers. 
(Tile following proposition resists proof 
but is irresistibly plausible: Today’s 
slovenly standards in education ore not 
unrelated to the disorder and indiffer- 
ence to standards communicated by 
many teachers’ appearances.) Then diey , 
enter the business ivorld and have no 
due how to cope (a hint; not jeans) with 
that deplorable innovation called “casual 
Fridays." 

In 1955, ivbcn William F, Buckley, a 
Brooks Brothers customer, founded Na- 


tional Review (not for from that cultural 
epicenter, 44th and Madison), he said ±c 
magazine “stands athwan history, yelling 
Stop,” For an iconic institution like 
Brooks Brothers, there is a duty to stand 
athwart fashion fads and say, as insistent- 
ly as commercial imperatives will permit, 
“Not so fast." 

Brooks Brothers patrons are used to 
, slings and arrows, b “Guys and DoU^” 
which opened on Broadway in 1950, a 
gangster disparages his doll’s interest in 
. a "breakfast-eating. Brooks Brothers 
type." Sloan Wilson’s “The Man in the 
Cray Flannel Suit" featured a Brooks 
Brothers man. That novel, a critique of 
postwar “conformity,’’ came a decade 
before America began to experience the 
fruits of aggressive nonconformity to 
what were disparaged os "Iwurgcois val* 
ues.” In 1970, after the 1960s had done 
their worst against good taste, a fashion 
Bolshevik declared, “Button-downs 
were the ultimate symbol of uptight- 
ness. " 

Well, the world turns and the counter* 
revolution against the 1960s and all its 
workscontinues.Uptighmcs»doesnot , 
seem like such a sin, now that we 8^ 
surrounded byculmral unraveling. 

Brooks Brothers’ bcst-scUing item is the 
button-down shirt (more than half a mil- 
lion a year), and half the shins Bnx>lu 
Brothers sells arc blue. 

Such data put a spring in the step of 
those few, those happy few for whom it 
shall forever be the 1950s, with a Sinatra 
song always in the air as they stride 
bri^y toward martinis beneath the 
dock at the BUtmorc HotcL which was - 
nothing lasts - a very shon ivalk from 
44th and Madison.

New Year’s Eve as we knew it 
may have died right around 1977, 
along vriilt Lombardo and his 
benign, .sliglitly schmaloy inter- 
pretation of the holiday. 

Leisure industry surveys 
showed that many people simply 
stopped going out for New Year's 
Eve in the 1980s. 

Over 60 percent stayed home. 


And why not? Nearly 80 percent 
of Americans say they feel le-vs 
safe on the roads during holidays 
because of drunk drivers. And 
they are repelled by the slovenly 
behav-ior of drunk celebrants. 

Drunken revelry is no longer an 
admired pan of American culture. 

But here's the amazing pun: 
Americans didn’t take the death 
of a holiday, however sorry and 
disreputable it had Iwcome, lying 
down. 

New Year’s has bden reaeated 
by tlic forces for good. In 190 
dries and towns across the United 
States and Canada, civic groups 
and volunteers have gotten 
together to organize ;i belter, 
safer, nondmnken New Year’s 
Eve. Tliey call it First Niglit. 

Tlte movement staned in 1976 
in Boston, that ba.stion of gra.s.v 
roots<\merican democracy.

allowed to take money from 
seniors (except for special treat- 
ments that aren’t covered by 
Medicare, such as cosmetic 
surgery) are those who agree to 
"opt out" of the program for two 
years. For financial reasons, very 
few doctors - an estimated 4 per- 
cent -can do that. 

As a result, nearly all seniors 
face an outrageous denial of 
their liberty and their privacy. 
As Uie elderly get more and 
more frustrated with a Medicare 
system that faces serious con- 
straints, it’s only natural that 
some would want to use their 
own savings for the best possible 
use: keeping them healthy. But, 
thanks to this new law, they're 
handcuffed. 

rnie suit is timely becau.>ic rite 
Health Care Financing 
Administration (HCFA) has just 


sent out thousands of “Dear 
Doctor" letters, setting out rite 
new Medicare rules and asking 
physicians to decide wliether to 
.sign an affidavit to opt out. 

Where did these oppressive 
rules come from? For years, 
HCFA, one of the most powerful 
federal hureaucnicies, has l>een 
ihrcaicning dcwiors wliose 
patients offered to pay tlicm. But 
in a 1'992 case. Sluwan vs. 
Sullivan , a court ruled that 
HCFA coulun’t stop a group of 
nursing-home patients from pay- 
ing physicians for extra visits nut 
covered by Medicare. 

Still, the threats continued, so 
Sen. John Kyi, R-Ariz., intro- 
duced lefu-^lation that explicitly 
gave seniors the right to pay 
their doctors. (The issue, in 
Washington jargon, became 
known as "private conimet- 
ing.’’) But Kyi’s effort failed 
when Republicans, fearing n 
veto of the budget bill, agreed 
to n '‘compromise” - Section 
4507. In fact, they made matters 
worse by, for the first time, codi-

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CIA wants to provide conflict warnings

WASHINGTON (AI’) — The 
warning came Dec. 19. 1979 in a 
lo'p secret alert; the Soviet Union 
was preparing for "multibattalion 
combat operations” in Afghan- 
istan. 

CIA satellites had spied con- 
voys of fuel trucks along narrow 
roads leading to the Afglian bor- 
der. But the spy agency said the 
Soviet force appeared limited in 
scale and that an incursion might 
not l>e imminent. 

Nine days later, the Soviets 
attacked, abniptly ending efforts 
at reaching U.S.-Soviet detente. 

The ability to provide “strate- 
gic warning" — more than min- 
iite.s or hours iKfore an attack — 
was a major peoccupaiion of the 
CIA during the Cold War. accord- 
ing to newly declassified intelli- 
gence documents. 

It remains one today, with new 
ilireats arising in such Nash 
points as the Persian Gulf, 
Somalia and Bosnia. 

“Tlii.s has l>eun an i.ssuc tiiai has 
heen worked cxtcasively hy the 
intelligence community to try mid 
help the policymaker focu.s on a 
prohlem," said former CIA 
Director Kuhert Cates. "It’s to 
say.’ You’d lietter pay attention to 
this one Iwcutise iherc'.s a chance 
it might blow tip in your face.’"

nirougii much of the Cold War. 
the CIA presented a coldly realis- 
tic picture of its ability to predict 
aggression. Despite aerial recon- 
nai.ssance, moles tx:hind the Iron 
Curtain and a host of other 
assets, the message was that war 
miglit come without w-aming, and 
that any warning at all would 
likely he uncertain and hedged. 

“The chances of providing 
warning of an ICBM attack

the CIA wrote in a 196(5 estimate. 
“Intelligence could almost cenaiii- 
ly give no firm warning of an 
intention to attack.

A source high in the Soviet gov- 


ernment might help, if only the 
CIA had one, the intelligence 
agency said five years earlier. 
Such an intelligence coup was 
judged to be higlily unlikely. 

Though the technology of .spy- 
ing has improved markedly since 
then, the number of potential 
enemies lias increased. 

In 1990 in the Persian Gulf, 
U.S. spy satellites saw Iraqi 
forces massing on the K.uivaiti 
border, but policymakers dis- 
counted the possibility of inva- 
sion after Arab allies said 
Saddam I!us.sein was bluffing. 

Intelligence officials say it is 
particularly difficult to predict a 
mis.silu attack — whether by 
Soviet ICBM nr Iraqi Scud. 

“My warning was going to be 
physical evidence derived from 
infrared satellites and ground- 
based radars of actual ICBM 
liuinclibs,’’ said retired Air Force 
Gen. Chuck Homer, who headed 
the NOKAD North American 
defense command in the early 
1990s. 

in an Angasi 197B fop .secret 
report, CIA analysis said their 
ability to predict a Soviet chemi- 
cal attack cn Western Europe 
also was low. Easier to foresee, 
the agency s-aid, wtnild be a con- 
ventional Soviet invasion because 
of the preparations that would 
have to lie undertaken.

Even .so, the warning would be 
uncertain: “We are unlikely to be 
able to ... forcieil when the 
enemy will attack, where he will 
attack, or whether he will attack 
at all." ;

Postal service foresees 1-cent 
increase in stamps next year 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Postal Service turned a 
S1.26 billion profit this year and 
is pushing to he debt-free by 
1999, but stamps are still toqiect- 
ed to go up a penny next year. 

Postal money manager Michael 
J. Riley says higher profits have 
led to a growing pride among 
mail carriers and executives, lliat 
could mdan a moneymaking 
future for die agency, lie says. 

“I’ve got to tell you that 1997 
surprised me. I knew we were 
giHid. I knew we were .ihle to con- 
trol costs better than ever before 
in our history, but ‘97 surprised 
me with how well we did," Riley 
said in an interview. 

The Postal Service’s financial 
succe.s.ses of 1997 follows profits 
of $1.77 billion in 1995 and $1.57 
billion in 1996. 1'he strong three- 


year performance trimmed the 
agency’s long-term financial defi- 
ciency from $5.9 billion to $1.36 
billion. 

“Our history over the last few 
years has l>een heating our bud- 
get, and I hope that continues,” 
said Riley, predicting that a 1- 
cent postage stamp rate increase, 
.starting July 1 at the earliest, will 
likely mean another profitable 
year in 1998 — although a bad 
winter could cut into retiinis. 

“We think this rate increase is 
just unougli to l)c able to budget 
a small profit for ‘99 and maybe, 
if we get lucky, a big profit,” 
Riley tmasied. 

Willi the post office profitable, 
people miglit wonder why there’s 
a need to increase the cost of 
stamps — now 32 cents for regu- 
lar mail inside the United States.

He was 
concenied with how the supplies 
were being disirihuieit, so lie 
was going hack. The New Year's

Clemente, a ntitive of Puerto 
Rico, was the hetirt anil soul of 
those Pittshurgh Pirates, one of 
the greatest pltiyers of Ins era. . 
And yet he always played tiiuler 
a cloud, often laheled as a com- 
pliiiiier, a hypochondriac who 
Wiis irmihleil by injuries, some 
real, some dismissed as imag- 
ined, 

Siargell .still is annoyed at lliai‘ 
image.

the draft. 

Clemente, who was right-hand- 
ed, was allowed to hit only 
against righl-Iianded pitchers. 

”We figured he’d hit .120 and 
nobody would he interested,” 
said Bozzie Bavasi, then the 
Dodgers general manager. "lie 
hit anyway. You can’t hide the 
great ones." 

In Pillsbtirgli. ex-Dodgers boss 
Branch Rickey knew all about 
the young slugger and Bnmklyn 
brass knew that Rickey knew. 

"When Mr. Rickey left for 
Pittsburgh, he wanted me to go 
along," Bavasi said. “1 told him I 
wanted to stay with the Dodgers 
and he s.iid if there wa:: ever 
unyihing he conid do for me to 
let liim know.” 

Now, there was something. 

Biivasi flew to Pittshurgh. “1 
went in to see Mr. Rickey and 1 
told him he owed me a favor. 1 
said 1 w-as going to leave a young

He hit .311 in his second sea- 
son, the first of 13 .300 seasons. 
Four limes, he led the league in 
batting, including a high of .357 
in 1967. Twice, lie led the league 
in hits. 

And there was lliat arm. 

Clemente had a rifle arm in 
right field. Runners learned not 
to take chances wiili iiim. Wlien 
they did, he often threw liiem 
out. He had 266 assists, I8ili best 
in major league history. No out- 
fielder since he played lias h.ul 
that many career assists. 

The Pirates became definetl 
hv his enormous talent. 

‘••He was a leader by exam- 
ple, " Blass stiid. “Me didn't 
engage in a lot of idle ciialier. 

He chose Ills words caiL-iuily. He 
was concernet! there w.is .ihvays 
a chance he’d'he misinierpii.-ieil. 

"He had a good sense of 
humor. Inn he w.is guarded. He 
knew who was aromnl. If he was 
there with his ivanimaies, the 
manager and coaches, lu''d lie 
looser. If others were in the 
nnmi. he'd hectirefid.” 

Clubhouses are fun pltices for 
players, Clemenie, however, 
viewed them as Ids office where 
lie would meticulmisly preiuii'e 
for eiich game. He always 
scented to liiive a jirnhlem get- 
ting loose ami went through a 
complex I'oiitiiie of neck-sirelch- 
ing and hack-arching before

"He had a pregame ritual of 
having Ids neck worked on in ihu 
trainer’s room,'' BLtss said.

Despite the four batting lilies 
and a career .317 averiige, 
Clemente believed he tviis over- 
Itioked, lost in llie media e.xcite- 
meitt over .stars like lliink Aaron 
and Willie Mays. "He under- 
stood the market status in 
Pittsburgli," Blass siiid. "Me 
wasn't in New ^’llrk. Chicago or 
L.A. It drove him and it niolivai- 
ed him.”

He ran 
the hiises with abandon ami 
played flawlessly in rigiii field, 
uncorking laser throws to bold 
runners. He was tlie muiues- 
tinned MVP. 

Blass won two games in that 
Series, including a four-hit 
shutimt in Game 7. "I'm going m 
win the (MVP) car if not for 
him,” lie said. 

On the plane back to 
Pittsburgh after Game 7, 
Clemente sought out Blass ami 
the two embraced. It was an 
emotional moment that stays 
with Blass to this day. 

Clemente ended the 1972 sea- 
son with an exclamation point - 
his 3,00nih hit, a double against 
ion Matlack of the New York 
Meis. 

As he .stood at second base, 
iiands on bi]>s, one foot on the 
base, the other on the gmund. he 
seemed like a heroic figure, a 
proud man who had accomplished 
all that lie had to accomplish. 

“1 still have that incnial image 
of him standing there," Blass said. 

Three months later, the slug- 
ger would he dead. 

Siargell will never forget his 
friend. 

"He help ed us in a luLuLways 

to be the players we were," the 
Hall of I'amer said.

Educators debate frequency and content of sex education

dren discussed the casuol way 
their parents simply looked at 
the form, signed it and handed it 
back. 

Some students also arc silent 
on the touchy topic of sex educa- 
tion. They sit hunched in their 
scats, only speaking when they’re 
colled on. By age 16 and 17, some 
teen-agers are comfortable talk- 
ing about sex but quite a few oth- 
ers redden when asked to define 
virginity. 

"Everyone always gets so 
uptight when we talk about sex 
education in class," says one of 
the bolder male students. "I don't 
sec what the big deal is," 

But it is a big deal to most par- 
ents, teachers and clergy in 
Minidoka County. 

Some say teaching anything but 
. abstinence could send the message 
that sex before marriage is OK. But 
after years of that approach, others 
point to the students dropping out 
of high school and becoming par- 
ents before they’ve fulfilled Uicir 
own adolescence. 

It’s a line divided by morals, 
values and religious beliefs. But 
in a community where sexual 
activity is apparent through a 
high teen-age pregnancy rate, the 
line is hard to ignore. 

Introduction 

Minidoka County students get 
their first introduction to sex 
education in seventh-grade 
health class. 

They’re learning to use correct 
terms instead of slang, the physi- 
ological differences between girls 
and boys and that sexual inter- 
course is intended for nvo people 
who share love, respect, trust and 
commitment. For most people, 
district nurse Nancy Kunnu says, 
that means marriage. 

At 12 and 13 )|cars old, stu- 
dents arc impressively attentive, 
not giggly, when Kunau tolks 
about boys' and girts’ guniiutia. 
And when she discusses molesta- 
tion, rape and incest, students 
are surprisingly open. 

A show of hands indicates sev- 
eral students know someone wlio 
has been through such a situa- 
tion. Kunau is quick to point out 
that rape and incest have nothing 
to do svith sex or love. 

‘‘They’re about power," she 
says. “And boys and girls you all 
need to know it's not your fault if 
something like that happens to 
you. And if it docs then you need 
to tell someone you trust."

School health teacher Dan 
Merritt says students tell him and 
their classmates things they’d 
probably never tell tJicir parents. 

“It’s amazing how open and 
honest they are," he odds. 

Kunou’s lcs.son moves on to dis- 
cuss heterosexuals, homosexuals 
and bisexuals. She explains the 
difference between the personal 
preferences, and the increased 
physical danger of anal or oral 
sex, 

"Most of us don't have to look 
that far in our otvn families or at 
people we know before we find 
' someone who is gay, so they need 
to know that they’re not bad peo- 
ple,’’ Kunau said. ‘‘Thot's as far 
as I go with that. But they also* 
need to know that people who 
engage in those things, whichev- 
er they are, arc more ut risk sexu- 
ally." 

Questions 

Is this moierinl too much to 
handle, on top of other teen-age 
pre.ssurc.<i? Arc educators dis- 
cussing such topics without 
injecting personal views? More 
importantly, whnt effect dbes 
such detailed dlscu.ssion have on 
student.^? - 

The committee which has to 
decide whether to keep the old 
curriculum or chart n new course 
also has to grapple with these 
questions. 

llie group of 2S is looking for 
common ground on educating 
students in a community where 
“tecn-age pregnancy and sexual- 
ly transmitted disease rates arc 
running rampant," Kunnu said. 

Burley physician Dr. Mark 
Dowdlc recently told committee 
members that he treats ‘10 to 45 
pregnant teen-agers at any given 
-time,-and-aboin-40-percent-of — 


them come from Minidoka 
County. 

Dowdle recommends cducaiing 
students about sex in sixth grade, 
J)efore most of them con-sidtr sex 
os an option. 

“I know when I was young 1 
wanted to know what masiurbii- 
tion wa.s, but no one would lell 
me and (the dictionary) doesn't 
tell you either," Dowdlc said, "1 
think we need to teach it at a 
young enough age when it’s not 
so stimulating and exciting to 
talk aljout. We need to reach the 
kids and tell them the facts 
before it’s loo late." 

Junior year 

Following u 15-day unit in sev- 
enth grade, Minidoka .students 
don't get any more information 
obout sex education again until 
their junibr year of high school. 
What alarms Kunau, who iissisi.s 
the disirict'.s teaching, is that 
most of her students don'i 
remember whaf they learnuil in 
junior high. 

“They act like it's hrand-iiew 
information," she said. "We go 
into some things a little more in- 
depth ui the high school level, 
but it’s almost the identical 
class." 

The committee is considering 
whether to teach sex educoiion at 
more grade levels. Many mem- 
bers, including pareni.s on the 
committee, think the subject 
should be laugiii more freiiuem- 
ly- 

“I think we're missing some- 
thing after the seventh grade,” 
said Craig Hepwonh, the parent 
of an Accquia Elementary School 
student. "At that point most 
aren't even intere.sted and hy the 
ninth grade they’ve forgotten

Prosecutors won’t file 
charges in boy’s death 


NORTH S/VN JUrVN, Cnlif. (AP) 
— The /Upino roofs of Grizzly Hill 
school rise amid a forest where 
Ihe air smells sweet and the water 
once ran dear and clean. 

Today the indirect rQ.sult of a 
now'dcfunct Rold mine in 
California’s Sierra Nevada hos 
contaminated the well water at 
the school and nearby homes. 

"It made mu feel lightheaded 
when I drank the water and then 
I barfed in the toilet afterward,'’ 
said 10-year-old Daniel “D.J.” 
Alger, a student at die school. 

Experts say gold mining 
drained the area wells and 
exposed chemicals in the dry soil 
,10 oxygen — changing them into 
metals and minerals. After min- 
ing stopped and water Howed 
back into the wells, it picked up 
the tainted maccrial. 

A noxious mix of mostly metals 
— two in concentrations more 
than 100 times the legal limit — 
has tinged the school's water 
brown. It smells acrid and tastes 


metallic. Eleven wells serving 
nearby homes are mudi the same. 

Pifth-gradcr Jessie Lollich 
says drinking the water gave 
her headaches and nausea. 

"It tastes kind of, well, yuck," 
says Principal Linda Richter, 
making a face.

Judge says police must return seized movie 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - A 
federal judge has niled that police 
uncon.siiiutionally seized copies of 
• the Academy Award-winning 
movie “Tlic Tin Drum” last sura- 
■ mer. 

In June, police officers seized 
copies of the 1979 film after an 
Oklahoma County Judge said it 
violated a .state law that h:ins any 
depiction of minors having ,scx. 

U.S. District Judge Ralph 
Tliompson ruled Wcdnc.sday tliat 
police illegally removed the film 
from public ucces.s. 

"Before public officials take 
such action, they must first pro- 


vide the interested parties an 
opponunity to present their con- 
tentions, evidence and legal argu- 
ments for consideration before a 
court," Thompson wrote. 

He reserved a decision on 
whcilicr the film is diild pornogra- 
phy, and set a trial on that matter 
for April. 

Tlic movie tells the story of a lit- 
tle boy who "wills" his body to 
stop grooving os the Nazis come to 
power in Germany and invade 
Poland, For 18 years, the boy 
physically remains a child, com- 
municating by beating his tin 
drum. One scene -implies — but 


docs not actually show — a boy 
about 6 or 7 performing oral sex 
on a girl of alwut 16. 

An anti-pornography group 
found the movie on library shelves 
and complained, Judge Richard 
Freeman said that a film is 
obscene if it depicts a person 
under 18 having sex. 

Oklahoma County District 
Attorney Bob Macy vowed to pros- 
ecute anyone in possc.ssion of the 
movie. 

Police seized one copy from 
Michael Camficld, development 
director of the Oklolioma chapter 
of the American Civil Liberties 


Union. He had rented the video to 
ciieck out the obscenity claims. 

Camficld sued officers and 
Macy, alleging illegal seizure of a 
film protected by the First 
Amendment. The Video Softivarc 
Dealers Assodntion also sued. 

Michcnl Salem, one of 
Camficld's attorneys, said 
Tliompson's ruling could allow the 
film to return to video stores in 
Oklahoma County. But that is 
unlikely to happen until Macy 
agrees not to prosecute anyone 
ivho possesses the film, he said. 

Macy could not be reached for 
comment Saturday. 


Company says dmg fights 
cancer,, won’t hurt heart 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho’s only 
pharmaceuticals company is 
seeking permis-sion to test its new 
cancer-killing drug on people. 

Gem Pharmaceuticals Inc., of 
Boise has asked the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration Co 
approve clinical testing of GPX- 
100, an improved version of 
Adriamycin. The tests could 
begin os early as next month. 

Adriamycin is one of the drugs 
most commonly used in treating 
cancer, particularly breast can- 
cer. It is an effective cancer- 
killer, but also can l>e toxic to the ' 
heart.

Medical Center, has spent more 
titan 20 years developing GPX-lOO, 


a heart-friendly derivative of 
Adriamycin. Laboratory tests of 
GPX-lOO on animals have not 
shown serious levels of toxicity. 

“We’re hoping for approval by 
the middle of January," Gem 
Pharmaceuticals President Fred 
Dechow said. "We would begin 
testing immediately after that.” 

The FDA recently approved 
clinical testing of Gem 
Pharmaceuticals' GPX-200, an 
unrelated drug.

The boy and his cousin 
from Dayton, Ohio, were playing 
with plastic guns when the girl 
found a .22-calibcr revolver 
under the woman’s pillow. 

Apparently thinking it was a 
toy, the cousin pointed it at 
•Jarrod and pulled the trigger, hit- 
ting him in the chest. Twice, doc- 
tors thought he might make it, 
but the boy died in the intensive-

Scientists say there is no evi- 
dence that the contaminants 
came directly from the mine. 
OffidaLs at Siskon did not return 
phone calls. 

County health offidals say the 
substances in the water could 
moke a person feel sick, but tlicrc 
wouldn't be lasting >11 effects 
unless someone consumed the 
water for years. 

Initial tests in September and 
October shotved concentrations of 
iron 05 high os 133 dmes the level 
allowed 1^ state latv for drinking 
water. Manganese hit 163 times 
the legal limit; aluminum, SV 
times; nickel, seven times; and 
zinc, four dmes, offidals said. 

A mineral, sulfate, was just 
above the limit for short-term 
exposure. The water also was up 
to 13 times too colored, exceeded 
odor standards by os much as 17 
times, and was nearly 20 times 
the standard for turbidity. 


LEWISTON, Idaho (AP) - It 
costs the counties of Nez Perce, 
Lewis, Idaho, Clearwater and 
Latah counties $150 per day 
when they send juvenile offend- 
ers to a regional detention center 
in Lewiston. 

The Nez Perce Indian Tribe is 
paying S80 per day under a one- 
year contract. Officials of some of 
the five counties want to know 
why iliere’s sudi a big difference. 

It’s a negodated rate, said J.R. 
Van Tassel, chairman of tlie Nez 
Perce County Commission. 

"We were sinking and we were 
told to do what was necessary 
and we did," he told officials 
from Lewis, Clearwater and 
Lctvis counties. 

The center went $100,000 into 
the red after the Juvenile 
Corrections Act of 1995 dtanged 
how courts and probation officers 
deal witli juvenile offenders, lliat 
resulted in fetver offenders being 
placed in juvenile detendon. 

"The detention center, by 
virtue of die success of the proba- 
tion department, went into the 


hole,” said Van Ta-sscl. 

Nez Perce County runs the cen- 
ter. The agreement covering the 
facility says the county can con- 
tract witJi other cnritics, if there 
is available space. 

Van Tassel said the complaints 
surprised him. There was no reac- 
tion when the center agreed to 
lake youths from Washington’s 
Walla Walla County at $120 per 
day, he said. 

Lewis County Commissioner 
Laurcnc Niglttingalc said he did 
not know Nez Perce County had 
contracted a lower rate with 
other coundcs. 

Ollier commissioners said since . 
it is a regional center, they’'— 
should be consulted first. 

"I think the five counties 
should be consulted before issues 
arc decided," Idaho County's 
George Enncking said. 
"Oihcnvisc, 1 shouldn’t be charg- 
ing county iJic gas to get here.” 

They asked to meet more often 
and asked for a detailed financial 
report to be ready for the next 
scheduled meeting in January.

Diana, McVeigh, Mother Teresa top ’97 stories

NEW'YORK (API - The No. 1 
story of 1997 was a cor crash'in a 
tunnel under Paris. Just three peo- 
ple died. 

Ordinary — except that victims 
were Princess Diana, her boyfriend 
and their driver. Hie boundless fos- 
dnadon and grief unleashed by this 
singular tragedy made it the biggest 
story of the year, according to The 
Associated Press’ annual poll of 
Amcrican'ncwspaper editors and 
broadcast executives. 

Other deaths figured in the top 10 
stories, too: the conviction and 
death sentence of Timothy 
McVeigh, held responsible for 168 
obliterated in Oklahoma City; the 
passing of Mother Teresa, who 
loved and served the poor, the ceric 
suicides of 39 members of the 
Heaven’s Gate cult. 

There also was room for life, albcie 
life aided by sdencc. Thanks to fer- 
ity drugs and faith, a family in Imva 
expanded exponendaily, from three 
to 10. And 0 wee lamb named Dolly 
was bom in Scotland, a ewe’s done. 

There was more: A spacecraft ram- 
bling around Mors. The fundr^ing 
problems of the Democrats. And the 
two-step on Wall Street — a frenzied 
down-ond-up — amid stumbling mar 
kets in Asia. 

Here, according to the AP poll, 
are the country’s top 10 stories of 
1997: 

1. DIANA. British reserve oncked 
this summer. Commancr and royalty 
together mourned the death of the 
“people’s princess." Makeshift 
shrines appeared around the world, 
and a million bouquets bloomed in 
London, near the church where her 
body rested. Eyes tcored for days -— 
via radio, tclcvisian, and the Internet. 

At first, mourners raged at photog- 
raphers who chased Diana and Dodi 
Fayed at high speeds, and legators 
even talked of banning the “stolka- 
roai."

Over her lifetime, site launched a 
charily, from one clinic in Cakutia 
to more than SOO missions in 100 
countries. And she touched that 
world: the hungry in Ethiopia, the 
radiation victims^i Chernobyl, the 
survivors of Armenia’s quake, the 
blacks of South Africa’s squalid 
townships. To accept the 1979 Nobel 
Peace Priru, she wore a $1 sari, 
familiar white edged in blue.

Hu; next, they were the world's 
most famous family, parents of the 
workTsonly surviving scptuplew. 


Television offered hourly 
updatc.s: Kenneth breathing on his 
own.

Experts insisted that the couple

Chicken farmers face new regulations 


' WASHINGTON {AP) — A four- 
year bailie over when a chicken is 
' fresh or frozen has finally ended. 
It will take a sharp-eyed shopper 
10 figure out tiie difference. 

Agriculture Department rules 
rooted in a 1993 California court 
case now prohibit processors 
I from selling raw poultry as 
“fresh” if it has ever been chilled 
I below 27 degrees Fahrenheit. 

! Before the rules, which took 
effect Dec. 17, chickens could be 
chilled to between zero degrees 
and 26 degrees, then thawed out 
and still be sold as “fresh.” 

“It’s been .sort of a joke up to 
now,” .said Jim Perdue, president 
of Maryland-hosed Perdue Farms 
. Inc., the nntion'.s No. 2 chicken 
proces.sor. "No consumer i.s going 
to believe that zero degrees is 
frc.sh. It should have lx.‘cn done a 
long time ago,” 

But- there’s a hitch; Congress 


forced the Agriculture Deportment 
to drop plans to require chickcas 
that have been chilled at benseen 
0 degrees and 26 degrees be 
described as “hard chilled” or 
“previously hard chilled” 

Instead, those chickens will be 
in a kind of limbo, neither fresh 
nor frozen. Their labels don’t 
have to say anything cither way. 

The “chilled" words were 
dropped when several poultry- 
state senators were able to insert 
language prohibiting it in the ' 
1996 Agriculture Department 
spending bill. 

“IVc felt they were going to bat 
for state economic imercsis," said 
Bob Hahn, legal affairs director 
at Public Voice for Food and 
Health Polity. "Tltcy felt it would 
be a money-loser for the chickens 
to be labeled ltard<liilled." 

In essence, Hahn said, a eon- 
sumcr should assume that any 


chicken not labeled "fresh” may 
have been chilled below 26 
degrees, which mokes die meat as 
hard and lengthens its shelf life 
but, some say, sacrifices taste. 

“The chicken is less tender and 
less tasty, but it's not a safety con- 
cern,” he said. 

The new rules arose from a 
1993 California law restricting 
use of the term "fresh" that was 
subsequently challenged by poul- 
try trade associations. Althougli a 
federal judge found that U.S. reg- 
ulations pre-empted California's 
law, the Agriculture Department 
decided in 1994 to look into mak- 
ing changes nationwide. 

As early as 1988, Perdue and 
other cltickcn companies had con- 
tended tlic federal rules were mis- 
leading Frank Perdue, the former 
company president, did some 
now-famuus TV nds that aired 
along the Bast Coast in which he 


hammered a nuil into a hoard 
with a so<alled "fresh” chicken. 

'Td hate to try this," he dead- 
panned, pounding away, “with 
one of my fresh chickens." 

Many in the poultry industry 
in.si.si that dulling the birds below 
26 degrees has no detrimental 
impact on taste. During the 
debate: the National Broiler 
Council, an industry group, object- 
ed 10 the 26-degree cutoff as lack- 
' ing in sdemific justification. 

The process, which uses cold 
l)]a.sis of air as the chicken moves 
along a conveyor belt, gives the 
product a shelf life of 14 days, 
compared to alxiut a week for 
chicken packed in icc. 

Although the new labels arc 
, not ns prUfise as Agriculture 
Department officials originally 
wanted, Hahn said consumer 
advocates are heartened that at 
Ien.st they won't be misleading.

Sledmaker carves 
niche in Alaska

WASILLA, Al.aska — Christmas is 
over, but in a rambling, double-doored 
workshop just this side of the North 
Pole one merry old man is still hard at 
work. 

Strewn across his concreic-fioorcd, 
woodstovc-heated shop arc hits and - 
pieces of ,a.sh that one day will become 
liandsome sleds, built to be pulled by 
sirong, four-legged creatures common to 
the far nonh. 

But these aren't sleds the likes of 
which Rudolph would lead. Rather, they 
arc bona fide dogsleils. built of fine 
hardwood, .stc,imed for hours and hand- 
bent to perfection. 

And the merry old man isn’t Santa, 
but Keith Poppert, soon-to-be fiO, bald- 
ing and thick-waisted, with a constant 
smile and briglu eyes. 

For 33 years now, Poppert lias perfect- 
ed his sled-building skills and has 
carved himself a niche in the 
Soutlicentral /Ylaska mushing coinmuni- 
ty- 

He nms his business — Kcma Sleds — 
from the workshop next to his small, 
multi-roomed home at the end of a long 
drive just outside of Wa.silla. 

His shop is .as well-known to mu.sliers 
as the local hardware store wtis to our 
grandfathers, and it’s not uncommon for 
him to invite a customer in for dinner. 

Thu store is named after Keitli and his 
wife, Mary. 

“If I'd pm Mary's name first, it would 
have said 'Make' sleds and that sounds 
funny," Poppert said. 

He's owned the basiness for nt ]ua.si 30 
years, he guesses, and makes anywhere 
from 70- to 100 sleds a 
year. In the heyday of 
big oil and big money, 
lie made 125. 

Poppert makes all 
kinds of sleds fur all 
types of people. 

They’re used by 
cltildren learning to 
mush their pet 
huskies. They're need 
by competitors in the over-popular 
Idiiarod Trail Sled Dog Race. 

They're packed high with gear and 
driven by winter campers, traveling the 
snow-covered Iniiil by dog team. 

' In some pans of Alaska, they’re as 
common as a bicycle, as useful as a

KENT, Wash. - A Kent 
couple has filed a lawsuit 
er a faulty heater switch 
afrenheir 6-mnnth-old’son 
suffered deep Iniriis to tiie 
back of bis legs and thighs. 
Chris and Shari Angell 
aid in their King County 
Superior Caiiri Lawsuit their 
, Chris, suffered the' 
burns from a heater while 
the family lived in Benson 
Terrace Apariineiits in Kent 
in 199-L 

The boy never touched the 
heater, hut was burned by 
(he air flow, which readied 
more than 200 degrees a foot 
ay from the cover, accord- 
ing to the suit. The hoy suf- 
fered hums to 10 percent of 
body, according to tlie 

suit. 

Ken Giles, spokesman for' 
the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, said it 
the first such incident he 
was aware of involving a 
Cadet heater. 

Cadet Manufacturing of 
Vancouver, Wash., makes 


the healers. It has distrili- 
tiled parts to fix faulty 
switches in about GOO.OOO of 
the units, but the company is 
debating the U.S, Consumer 
Product Safety Commission 
over who will pay for repairs. 

The swiitiies are designed 
to stop the heaters from 
becoming overlieated. said 
Giniiy Burdick, a spokes- 
woman for Cadet. In some 
cases, the switches fail and 
begin to spark. jHissihly caus- 
ing fires. 

Originally. Cadet reported 
about I'JO.OOl) lieaiers con- 
tained the faulty switches in 
homes in the Western 
United States. Bin last week, 
Cadet revised its estimate to 
about 1 million heaters in 
Oregon, Washington. 
California, Idaho, Montana 
and Wyoming. 

The heaters with the 
faulty switches were sold 
between 1985 and 1992. 

Burdick disagreed with the 
product .safety commissioiTs 
report of 45 fires and two 
deaths linked to the heaters. 
She' said no injuries or 


deaths have tieen linked to 
the faulty switches. Only two 
of the fires resiitiing from 
the heaters iiivolved toss of 
property, she said. 

The Angolis' lawsuifnlso 
seeks damages from the 
Benson Terrace Apariinein 
owners for failure to dean, 
maintain and give iuleipuiie 
warnings ami insiriiciions 
alKiiil ihe iieaiers. 

Giles said all heaters, and 
electric heaters in particular, 
present a risk of burns lu 
children. 

"Parents need to keep 
kids away from healers,” he 
said. 

In Ocioher, the product 
safety commission 

anniumced a recall of ilie 
heaiers and reported Cadet 
would pay ftir rejiairs. But 
the comiiany responded that 
it only inieiuled to supply- 
new parts for people in 
install themselves. 

“We thought that was 
unsafe to iiave people doing 
work on their healers," Giles 
said. 

But Burdick said Iiiring 


electricians to install new 
switches (in more than I mil- 
lion of the healers would far 
exceed the value uf tlie com- 
pany. 

"The parr is free, and tlicy 
give very deiailed insiriic- 
lioiis," she said. "The most 
important thing is to turn off 
tile power. Once the power is 
off,- it’s very simple to 
replace the switch." 

Dwayne Blanion, mainte- 
nance supervisor for the 
.'\iil)iirii (>101) apartments in 
Kent, said Cadet has heeii 
responsive to concerns tihoui 
vilches.

Cyber-moguls trying to protect children ignore basic fact

A lot of lip service was paid rt-cently 
to the good idea uf keeping kids away 
from online poniogniphy. But the cylwr- 
moguls who gathered at the Internet 
Online Summit in Washinginn ignored a 
basic fact of life: 

If kids arc dclennined tbiook at dirty' 
pictures online, tlicy’re going to find 
tlicm, no matter what parents do. 

With blocking software, you can make 
i^ harder for kids to download smut. But 
even the best software won’t block a 
bandit Web site that pops up with one 
addre.ss today and a different one tomor- 
row. Those aren't hard to find if you 
know how to look. 

You could also pull the plug and sim- 
ply banish little Johnny and Suzie from

the computer. But iliat defeats the pur- 
pose of having a lionie cumpuier in the 
first plfice. 

Tile fact is that most parents want 
their children to he imdlectually curi- 
ous, computer literate and Internet 
savvy. They .simply don’t want them 
liKiking at raunchy pictures. 

If you’re a coinpuier novice — as 
many pareiit.s are — it’s luird to know 
wliere to start. I recently lielped a trieml 
.SOI up the parental control feature on 
her America Online account. She has 
owned her computer for nearly 18 
months and had an AOI. account for 
more than a year. But when 1 sliowed 
her the controls and what they did, they 


were a revelation to her. Slie sort of 
knew tliey were lliere liut didn’t know 
how louse them. 

So at the risk of educating a few linr- 
monal cyliersnrfers — and in ilie name 
of hel]>ing parents — here are a few 
facts aiioni liilernel porn: 

• Tile most egregious pictures are in 
the new.sgronps. The World Wide Web, 
the easiesi-Ki-iise p;irl of llie hileniel, 
has many adult-oriented Wei) sites, but 
most charge a subscription fee. Wilhimt 
a credit card, you can see only the teaser 
images — which are bad enimgli — that 
they put on their opening screens. 

Newsgroups, however, can hold 
dozens — sometimes huiulreils — of 
images. They are contained wiiiiin Inti- 
leiin ho.inl postings that are digitally 
encoded. Netscape .Navigator. 
Microsoft's hiieriiet Explorer and 


America Online's softw.ire .ill Jii.tke ii 
very easy to view llie encoded |i(is|iiigs 
It used to he those encoih-d posiings 
were li.ini to get at.

His plan seemed 
fooIpnKif: Huy the elusive Ernies, 
then resell them for huge profits, 
“just like what happened last 
year with Tickle Me Elmo," he

other Ernie investors were 
WTong. 

■ Since Sing & Snore Ernie made 
his easy ascent to the top of the 
Christmas toy universe, area 
.‘itorcs haven’t been able to keep 
jhc narcoleptic, crooning orange 
doll on their shelves for longer 
than a nanosecond. But unlike 
last year, local gray market entre- 
preneurs wiio have inflated the 
doll's S30 price to as higli as 56.50 
are taking a major loss. 


"Td say it's a complete husi ... a 
niglitmare on Ernie Street,” said 
Giampa, who shelled out about 
5630 for 14 dolls, some from 
scalpers. ‘Tve done, just about 
everything imaginable to sell 
these dolls. All for nothing. My 
phone hasn't been ringing, and 1 
haven’t made a dime.” 

‘Ilie legendary resale success of 
last year's "wundenoy,” the tick- 
lish, giggling Elmo, probahly 
cniiced large numbers of .spcaila- 
lors to try to cash in on Ernie, toy 
store officials said. Like Elmo, 
Ernie is another character from 
TV’s Sesame Street. 

Liist spring, Mattel Inc.’s Tyco 
Preschool division ordered 1.2 
million Sing & Snore Ernies — 20 
. percent more than the 1 million 
Tickle Me Elmos ordered last 
year — jast to he on the sjife side 
for the holiday season. Still, their 
safety net proved too small. 

Cuddly and cute. Sing & Snore 
Ernie warbles “ Twinkle. Twinkle 
Little Star," yawns and explains, 
“I need a nap," when his sleep 
mask is lowered. 

In October, Ernie won Elmo's 
old crown; I le was named " Toy of 
the Year” by Family Fun maga- 
zine. And that's when the specu- 
lator frenzy began. 

"I heard on the radio that 


Ernie was going to be the new 
Elmo, so I started buying n lot of 
them annind Tlianksgiving.” said 
Charles Franco, 29, of Fairfax, 
Va. "So now I have like 18 
Ernie.s, and I’m like, 'What the 
heck am I going to do with all 
these Ernies?' People are being 
very resistant to buying them." 

Franco placed an ad in The 
IVashington Pbsi that asked $650 
a doll. He got about three calls — 
one from an irate man who 
spewed n rapid-fire list of obsccn- 
ities, (hen hung up — and no 
sales. 

“I think more and more par- 
ent.s are like, ‘So what if my kid 
doesn’t have an Ernie? Life goes 
on,’ " Franco lamented. "I have 
been delilterateiy showing off my 
Ernies at McDonald's and stuff, 
and I've had mothers turn their 
kids’ faces away." 

Karen Johnson, 30, is just the 
kind of shopper that Franco 
blames his troubles on. She 
stopped at a toy store after work

\Vhen asked if she might turn 
to the underground market.

ran in The Ptist Sunday, placed 
by people willing to part with 
theirs for a price. That price 
ranged from $12 (probably a 
joke) to Franco’s $650, with many 
about $250. A good number of 
the Ernie-mungers mistakenly 
think his name is "Sleep it 
Snore," judging from the class!- 
Beds. 

Some ads were designed to 
strike emotional chords, like 
these: "New Student Needs 
Money for College" and "Single 
Dad Paying for Clmstmas." 

Both the dad. Airman Kevin 
Greig, 25, who is stationed at 
Bolling Air Force Base in tiic 
Distria of Columbia, and the stu- 
dent, Donnell Pharr, of 
Annandalc, Va., got calls and 
offers (which is better than most 
others could say). But neither 
sold any dolls. 

Pharr, 24, was hoping to raise 
enough off his five dolls to pay 
for half of his $2,000 tuition bill 
at Northern Vir^nia Community 
College. 

"I want to make at least a 
grand,” the business major said. 
"But it doesn’t look like that's 
going to iiappen." 

Giampa advertised in .several 
papers, seeking $100 a doll, with- 
out having any luck, either.

More investors flock to 


formerly boring bonds

Unable to match the brilliant 
pirouetting of the .stock market, 
Clai-footud bonds have had to live 
with scant attention from 
investors — at least until this fall. 

“It just so happens fixed- 
income is a boring product, it 
really is — and it’s hard to figlit 
that when the Dow Jones (stock 
index) goes up 300 points a day," 
said Bubba Bennett, director of 
national fixed-income marketing 
for Prudential Sccuritic.s Inc. 

But now, boring is looking a bit 
better. 

“It’s like someone just turned 
on the spigot and we saw investor 
dollars flowing into fixed- 
income," Bennett .said, referring 
to investment products such as 
bonds that pay a fixed rate of 
interest at regular intervals. 

Indeed, bonds are surprisingly 
hot. In the past month or two, 
their stodgy, steady attributes 
have lured more and more invest- 
ment dollars, especially as yields 
fall and the stock market looks 
like less of a sure bet. 

One indicator of renewed inter- 


est is the flow of new cash into 
bond and income mutual funds, 
estimated at $8 billion in 
November — the biggest infusion 
since January 1994. 

Another is the steady decline 
in yield, and the accompanying 
rise in price, whidi boosts overall 
bond performance. In fact, the 
yield on the benchmark 30-year 
Treasury bond recently has 
dipped below 6 percent, hitting 
its lowe.st level since October 
1993. 

“We've seen significant 
strength,” said John Rea, chief 
economist at the Investment 
Company Institute, the mutual- 
fund trade group that Issued the 
estimate. 

Still, “we’re below the pace 
.seen earlier in this decade," he 
said, noting inflotvs averaged $9.5 
billion a month in the peak year 
of 1993. 

The comeback this fall is attrib- 
utable to a combination of fac- 
tors, experts say, including con- 
tinuing low inflation, declining 
interest rates, renewed volatility 
in the U.S. stock market and 
tremors in ^Ysia.

Faltering yen gives Big 3 automakers a scare 


Knlgit-fllddof Nows Scrrico 

llie Big llircc ;ir« worried. And 

rightly so. 

Japan’s economy is in (rouble. 
Its currency is at a S-ycar low, 
with (he yen do.sing l>elow 130 to 
_thc U.S. clnllnr this month, 
Japanese consumers are in debt. 
Pew people can afford to buy new 
cars. 

But Japanese automakers aren't 
slowing down their a.s.scmbly lines 
or laying off workers. In fact, most 
are pumping out more cars and 
trucks titan a year ago. 

What arc Nissan, Mazda and 
Honda doing with all of those 
extra vehicles? They’re shipping 
(hem abroad, primarily to the 
United States and Europe, where 
consumers arc buying them like 
never before. 

The phenomenon is scary for 
Detroit automotive executives, 
who get flashbacks to the days 
when baby boomers first staned 
to abandon Chevys and Fords for 
Nissans and Toyotas. 

“This is not good news for the 
domestic industry," .said Mastafa 
Mohntarem, cliicf economist for 
General Motors. “Tlie last time we 
liad a situation like this was in the 
raid-’80s, and everyone saw the 
severe coasequenccs for the U.S. 
auto industry. It could definitely 
happen again.” 

As the yen’s value continues to 
sink, cars and trucks built in 
Japan become less expensive 


when they’re sold in foreign coun- 
tries CO especially the United 
Stales, which enjoys the world’s 
.stn)ngc.st currency. 

While economics crumble in 
Asia nnd Latin America, the 
U.S. economy remains buoyant. 
Unemployment and inflation 
are near record lows and con- 
sumer confidence is soaring. 
Americans are flocking to deal- 
erships for pricey new cars and 
trucks. 

So it’s easy to see why Japanese 
automakers arc keen on sending 
their vehicles here. After all, they 
can’t seem to peddle many airs to 
cash-strapped consumers at home. 
And, because of the currency 
excliangc, Japanese-built cars are 
more profitable when paid for in 
dollars. 

The number of cars Japan has 
sent to (he United States in the 
first 10 months of 1997 is up 
nearly 21 percent from the same 
time last year. Toyota more than 
tripled the number of Camry 
sedans it exported from Japan in 
October and November 1997 
compared to the same period a 
year ago. Honda has increased 
the number of Accord sedans it 
exported to the United States by 
715 percent so far this year. 

So far this year, Japanese 
automakers have sent 1.03 miUion 
cars to (he United States. As 
Asia's economy continues to sour, 
the number of cars destined for 
America wiB continue to grow. 


Tliis infurinces American auto- 
motive uxeaitives, 

“Japan thinks it can export its 
way oiu of, the problem, but il 
can't,” .said Andrew Card, prc.si- 
dent of the American Automobile 
Manufacturing z\ssociation in 
Wasliington. “We’ve been raising 
concerns alxmt weakening yen for 
a long time, Tlie situation is horri- 
ble.” 

llie Japanese stiy tlie Big ’lliree 
are overreacting. Japan isn’t sii- 
fling its economy to sell more cars 
and tracks, they insist. The sick 
yen is a symptom of a sick econo- 
my. Investors lack confidence in 
Japan's banks, real e-state, indus- 
try and future. 

“A weak yen is not our inten- 
tional policy ( 1 * on the contrary.” 
-said Naoto Amaki, Detroit’s coasul 
general of the Consulate General 
of Japan. 

“Japanese people are very 
much embarrassed (hat the yen 
has depreciated so much. We 
want to see it liiglier so we can Ire 
proud. But when it comes to 
exchange-rate issues, we can't do 
much to control it.” 

Executives at Japanese 
automakers say tlie ri.se in exports 
lias little to do with oirrency fluc- 
tuations. In fact, Japan's largest 
automakers have spent billions of 
dollars in the past 15 years to 
build new factories in the United 
Stales and to increase the amount 
of Nonh American parts in all of 
its cars sold here. About 70 per- 


cent of the Jn()iinese cars and 
(rucks sold in America are made 
here, according to the Japan 
Automobile Manufacturers 
As.sociation. 

Instead, they say, Japan is 
eximning so many cars and tracks 
because zVmericans are dainuring - 
for certain hoi models. No 
z\merican aiiiomaker builds any- 
thing like tlie Honda CU-V or 
Toyota RAV-1, revolutionary little 
vehicles that ride like cars bin 
offer the height and space of 
s{H)n-iililily vehicles. Why should 
Toyota and Honda apologize for 
Ireing popular? 

■'It's entirely denuind-driveii," 
said Honda spoke.sman Tak 
Sonoda.

That might be an unpleasant 
question to ask in this holiday 
season of good cheer, but it is one 
that can no longer be avoided 
after the “Mad About You" 
episode that took.place entirely 
outside the door of Mabel 
Btichman's room as her guilt-rid- 
den parents let their infant 
daughter cry herself to sleep for 
the first time. 

Helen Hunt, the best uctre.ss 
tvorking in sitcoms, was again ter- 
rific. I’aul Reiser wasn't bad 
either. But 22 
minutes of 
infant wailing 
was way too 
much Baby 
Buchman for me 
and perfectly 
illiisiraied how 
goo-goo, ga-ga, 
baby-obsessed 
this once savvy, 

.sexy sitcom has 
become. 

For his part. 

Reiser insists 
the baby ha.s 
overtaken the 
sitcom, about a 
young couple in 
the big city, and 
says “Mad 
About You" ha.s 
never been bet- 
ter, 

“We’ve been talking about a 
baby for three or four years, ami 1 
was the president of the let's-not- 
d(Ki-sliow-ju.si-about-a-baby club, 
itectiiLse I wouldn’t want to watch 
that kind of show," he s;iid. 

“And I'm really -proud of our 
work. ) think we've done some of 
our i>est show.s ever this season, 
and our batting average is higher 
than it’.s ever been." 

But that’s not what the audi- 
ence seems to think. Ratings are 
down for "Mad About You" in 
this, its sixtit season. It’s no 
longer a regular in the Nielsen 
top 20 despite some of its weak- 
est competition ever. 

In fact, it has barely l>een able 
to beat the military drama “JAG" 
on CBS, while ABC has taken the 
8 o'clock (EST) Tuesday lime 
period during key .sweeps weeks 
in November l>y cnunteritnignmi- 
ming with extra episodes of 
"Home Improvement.’’ 
Fiinhunnore, once a darling of 
the critics, "Mad About You’’ is 
staning to take some hit.s, like a 
recent jeer in TV Guide about 
Faiil (Kui.ser) and Jamie (Ihini) 
suddenly seeming .strangely out 
of character in tlieir cluelessness 
with titu baby. 

In its decidedly limmbs-down 
review of last week’s cry-baby 
episode on “Mad About You,’’ 
USA Today called Mabel 
Bucliman the "mosi ill-conceived 
television baby since Murphy 
Brown’s controversial Avery.” 
Rei.ser says he had not been 
aware of any criticism of ilie 
series. As for charges that the 
baby is changing the .show for the 
worse, he points to a history 
going back to "1 Love Lucy” of 
sitcoms will) babies doing just 
fine. 

Indeed, sitcoms and babies do 
seem to go together like, well, 
love and marriage, es]>ecially dur- 
ing May sweeps, when everyone 
is looking for a ratings bump — 
like the one “Mad About You’' 
got last spring. 

But the dominant pattern going 
back to Lucy is that most series 
did not know wiiai lo do with the 
haby come September. 

Lucy gave birth in I9S3. The 
next season of shows featured the 
Ricardos and Menv.es on a cros.s- 
country car trip to Hollywtwd as 
Ricky pursued a film offer. This 
is when the famous episodes of “I 
Love Lucy" with William Holden 
at the Brown Derby and John 
Wayne at Graiiman's Chinese 
Theatre took place. 

Baby Ricky, meanwhile, was 
left with Lucy’s mom, Mrs. 
MucGitticuddy. 

The season after that, iluf two 
couples went to Europe. Again, 
haby’sout of siglit. 

it was not until 19SG that liiile 
Ricky (Richard Keith) appeared 
regul.irly in the sitcom — sudden- 
ly old enough to play the drums 
and do an occasional guest .shot at 
dad’s Club Babaloo. 

A more recent birth that ipiick- 
ly re.stilted in pn)ducers realising 
cliey had to ditch the baby to s:ive 
the show came in 1991 on 
“Murphy Brown." Little Avery 
Brown all but disappeared after 
(he controversy surrounding his 
birth Wits played ft>r every rtitings 
point possible during the 1991- 
1992 season. 

One hypotliesis about what’s 
gone wrong with- "Mad Ahoui 


You" centers on a similarly radi- 
cal cliange in Hunt’s character 
now that there’s a baby on board. 

“I think one thing that could 
have happened in ibis case is that 
they’ve de-sexualized Helen 
Hunt’s character by making her a 
mom.” s;iys Dr. Midiael Brody, a 
psychiatrist wlio writes about 
television and film for (be 
Jounial of I’opular Culture. 

“It’s the olil madonna-Vborc 
tiling of our culture. By her now 
being a mother, this ]>erson is no 
longer as sexiialized. And I won- 
der if NBC doesn’t already know 
this, because, if you saw Helen 
Hunt on ‘Saturday Night Live’ 
recently, ytju s;iw tunv sexualized 
they made her 
by pulling her in 
all liiese sexual 
situations in 
skil.s.” 

Sexuality - 
with Jamie as 
(lie object of 
desire and Paul 
doing most of 
ilie desiring — 
was a big part of 
(he series. 
Remember the 
pilot? 
Remember what 
ha]>j)eiied on the 
kitchen table 
between Jamie 
and I’aul while a 
living room full 
of guests waited 
for the couple to 
hring out din- 

Losing the sexual spark is no 
stnall tnatier to sucli a series, as 
(he producers of “Moniilighting’’ 
and "Northern Exposure" found 
out- 

'i'hure arc n lot of possible 
uxphinttiions for the tnitible with 
"Mad About Ymt," but they all 
ultimately point lo the haby. 

One theory says the ratings dip 
is the result nf viewers tvliti don’t 
have children losing interest in 
the biihy-cuntered show. Another 
tlieory' tlmse viewers who do 
have kids are tuning out, liecaase 
they already have all liie crying 
babies they need, 

Brody say.s some viewers can 
even experience a font) of sibling 
rivalry when n new child joins the 
cast of their favorite series and 
starts to gel all the stars’ atten- 
tion. 

Such viewers wind up angrily 
tutting the show out, in essence, 
rejecting it iti response to the 
rejection they feel. 

At the heart of all the explana- 
tions is an tindersiamlingthai our 
connections lo oar favorite sitcom 
characters are complicated and 
deeply emotional. Once we make 
the leap and allow our.selvu.s to 
believe and inisi in a sitcom, we, 

. have certain expeettitions as 
viewers that must be met. 

We know that week by weelt 
ilie established order of the sit- 
com will be threatened with some- 
sort of disruption. But we also , 
know that die fundamental order 
will almost always be re-estab- 
lisbed by die end of (be episode 
or story arc. 

Looking back at taiies of 
'Mad’s' fall season, the sitcom .. 
was in deep troable from the first 
e-pisode, wliidi dealt with bring- 
ing die baby lionie from the hos- 
pital. 

Thu must iiiiporiani space in ; 
the apartment — the bed they ^ 
.shared — was different with die ' 
baby there. It wasn’t the de-sexu- 
iilizaiion of it so imich as it was 
that die bed Iiad been die place 
where Jamie and Paul had their 
best conversations. It was the 
plact* of tiieir intimacy. 

But in this year’s opener, they 
used the bed only as a place to 
collapse silently, e.'diau.sted, after 
dealing with the baby. At one 
point, Jamie’s mom (Carol 
Burnett) walks in, wakes them 
up, announcing it is time m feed 
the baby. 

Grandma llien climbs into l>ed 
with Jamie to supervise die 
breast-feeding, essentially ftirciiig 
Pa\il out. When Paul returns, he 
stands off to die side of die bed 
outing a bowl of ice cream, the 
odd man out. 

“Hey, little bahy." he says to 
the child at Jamie’s hreasi, "Pll 
trade ya." 

There’s another moment not 
only telling but, perhaps, 
prophetic. 

Upon arriving home from the 
hospital, Jamie and Paul call 
Murray, the dog, over to set 
Mabel. 

“luMik. Murray, you have n sis- 
ter," Paul says excitedly. “What 
do you think about that, hub?’’ 
Murray looks m Paul and (hen 
turns his hack and walks away, 
showing ahsoluiely no interest .in 
the newcomer. 

Maybe diey should have lis- 
tened to Murray.

don with sex. 

Tall, handsome Robert Donat is perfectly 
cast beside cool, blond Madeleine Carroll. 
They create what mdy be the most sexually 
stimulating relationship between a gentleman 
and a lady there has been on the screen. It's a 
match that catches fire not because of trust 
but because of handcuffs.

HOLLYWOOD — Get ready for 
the digital age, when all things (or 
at least all channels) seem possi- 
ble. 

In the noi-KiO'distant future. 
Fox alone may offer a network for 
every entertainment taste and 
mood. In addition to its flagship 
network, home of "The 
Simpsons" and "The X-Files," 
Fox already provides two Fox 
Spons West channels. Fox Siwrts 
Americas, FX (which promotes 
itself as "Fox gone cable"), Fox 
News Channel. 1-XM; Movies 
From Fox. and the Fox Family 
Channel, which will he converted 
into a children's programming 
service. 

Confused? The network roster 
gets more complicated with NBC 
and its cable oiitU-is MSNBC and 
CNBC, or Disney/ABC, whose 
alphabet includes ESPN, ESPN2, 
ESPNeiv.s, Classic S|xins Network 
(which ESPN acipiired earlier 
this year), the Disney Channel 
and Toon Disney, an all-cartoiin 
network the studio will dehut in 
April. 

Disney also owns ABC. now a 
haven for Disney-identified prii- 
grams. including "The Wonderful 
World of Disney" on Siinday 
nights. cartoons every Saturday 
morning ami ntmierous specials, 
such as tile upcoming “A Magical 
Walt Disney World Giristmas" or 
last week’s "Disney's Christmas 
Fantasy on Ice."

‘Undergrounci’ is epic 
tale of troubled land

maker, Emir Kusturica, returned

absence to cimfnmt tlie disintegra- 
tion of his country with a danling 
epic allegory, “Undergrtiund," 
which Kxik ttvu years to make ami 
which wtm the Palme ti'Or at 
Ciumes in 199!!. 

Best ktiowit for the O.scar-tumii- 
ntited "When Fiiilier Was Away 
on Business" (1985), set in 
Yugoslavia’s harsh Stalinist peri-' 
od, and "Time of the Gypsies” 
(1989), a chrotiide of a youth's 
iiiduciioii to petty crime, 
Kusturica also made the wonder- 
fully offbeat romantic adventure 
“Arizona Dream" (1993). a reveal- 
ing fminy-sad .slice of Americana 
with iin etjiiidly womierfully utiex- 
pected cast headed by johnny 
Dejtp, Faye Duninviiy, Jeriy Letvis 
and Lili Taylor. 

It takes a great deal of passion 
and sorrow to sustain a IG7-ininuie 
tragicomic farce, but only occa- 
sionally does "Undergromid” 
weary. It's a sprawling, rowdy, 
vital film laced with both outra- 
geous absurdist dark lumior anil 
^ unspeakable pain, .suffering and 
injustice. It .spans the years 19-11. 
when Germany bombed and 
invaded liie country — the Allies 
bombed it, uh) — imiil 1992, when 
warfare was again spreading 
across the hind. 

(Ironically, in attempting to take 
aq all-encomitassing perspective 
on the fate of Yugoslaviti and in 
avoiding in taking sides in the cur- 
rent turmoil, Kusturica touched 
off such a controversy on home 
ground he atiimunced he was ipiil- 
ling filmmaking. Ik- has since 
changed lits mind and has just 
signed to direct the late Dennis 
Potter’s adaptation of D.M. 
'niomas' novel "'Hie Wiiiie Hotel," 
a chronicle of a woman’s life from 
1900 to World War II.) 

Wars have always itrovided 
lucrative opportunities for 
unscntpiilous profiteers, and llte 
natty, wiry Marko (Miki 
Manojiovic, star of “When Father 
Was Away on Business") htis 
enough slirewdncss and daring to 


lure his naive pal Blacky iLa/ar 
Ristovski) inti) dealing in arms 
ami gold and engaging in guer- 
rilla raids on Nazi convoys, 
which allows them to emerge ns 
poMwnr heroes of tile burgeoit- 
ingCoinimmist Party, Indeed, in 
Mar_shul Tito's greatest 
moments of public iiiumi)li, 
Marko — now his dose confi. 
dam — pops up Zelig like, 
stamitiig next to him. 

A different fate, however, 
awaits Blacky, for in one fell-, 
swoop Marko Meals Naialija 
(Mirjana Jokovic), tlie woman the 
nigged Blacky loves, while lie and 
a host of others, including Blacky's 
own brother Ivnii (Slavko Slimac), 
cnniiiuie hiding in the cavernous 
haseineni beneath Blacky's eh- 
gani country villa outside 
Belgrade. Periodic recorded bursts 
of strafing interspersed wiili 
snatches of l-tile Aiuk-rsen's 
famous recording of "J.ili 
Marlcen," con''im'e those in hid- 
ing that Woil I W:ir II continues 
long after peats-.

Some ask if there will 
be justice in girl’s death 


BOULDER, Coh. - 
Nearly a year ago — as carols 
echoed, and Christmas lights 
twinkled — a father carried thu\ 
lifeless Ixxly of his beaiiiy.<)iiecn 
-daughter up the stairs, and nnio 
the world stage. 

It was an immediate and global 
mystery: Who killed Jonllenci 
Ramsey, the little blond girl tvith 
the dating .smile? 

A year later, the mystery 
remains im.solvcd. 

There have been no arrests. 
And while there is a new lead 
invcstigaio'- and there are sigAs 
the investigation is active and 
ongoing, there remain more ques- 
tions than ansivers in the 6-ycar- 
old's death. 

Will there be justice for 
JonBenet? Or will missteps in 
thcearly hours — police failing to 
^ure the crime .scene and allow- 
ing the father to find the body — 
prove to bo the case's undoing? , 
■‘Tliis may be one of Uio.sd casta 
whore the American public may 
have to be satisfied with the fact 
that there may nev« bo a trial,” 
said Harvard Law ^ino! profes- 
sor Alan Dershowitz. 

Early moves, when police 
thought they were dealing with a 
kidnapping rather than 'a homi- 
cide, likely svill "come back to 
haunt them,'' said Gregg 
McCrary, a former rai criminal 
profiler who now tvorks trith the 
Threat Assessment Group of 
Newpon Beach, Calif. 

Family friends wandered in and 
out of the house after Patsy 
Ramsey reported finding a ran- 
som nntc demanding 51 18,000 for 
her daughter early on Dec. 26. 
John Ramsey searched tlie huase 
about eight hours later — at the 
request of police. He found her, 
strangled and beaten, in the h.xse- 
fflcni. 

“There is no doubt that the 
defense — say hypothetically if 
the parents arc charged, or one of 
them, or both — the defense is 
going to have a field day tvith all 
the things that went on in that ini- 
tial period; the lack of control of 
the crime scene and all of that," 
McCrary said. 


Boulder Police Chief Tom 
Kohy, who plans to retire at the 
end of 1H98, admitted mistakes 
were made. But the police com- 
mander he put in charge of the 
case in October isn’t dwelling on 
the p.xst. 

“1 haven't gone back and tried 
to u.se hindsi^it and 20-20 vi.si»n 
and analyze why and how every- 
thing was done," Cmdr. Mark 
Beckner said at a news confer- 
ence in November. “1 took what 
was on the plate and my focus has 
been forward. ... Tliis is what we 
have today, how do we get to 
where ive want to be tomorrow." 

There arc dozens of tasks 
Beckner still wants completed, 
including new interviews with the 
Ramseys and their 10-year-old 
son, Burke. He says the Ramseys, 
labeled the focus of the investiga- 
tion in April, ‘‘remain under an . 
umbrella of suspicion." Burke, he 
said, is being treated as a witne$.s. 

Beckner said he is confident an 
arrest will be made, and indiaied 
tlierc is still evidence to he colluci- 
cd 

“Any evidence they get now, a 
year later, is going to be relative- 
ly stole. It’s not going to be case- 
cracking evidence,” argues 
Roben Hardaway, a law profes- 
sor at the University of Denver 
and co-auilior of the Colorado 
Evidence Manual, "It's ju-st their 
justification for not acting." 

Hardaway believes the case 
should be presented to a grand 
jury or at a preliminary hearing, 
options District Attorney Alex 
Hunter is considering 
McCrary suspects authorities 
arc tying up loose ends in an 
effort to negate any possible 
defense strategics. Officials inves- 
tigated child molesters who lived 
near the Ram.scys; a knot expert 
recently analyzed knots used to 
lie the garrotc around JonBcnct's 
neck and the rope around her 
right wrist.

FLYING M RANCH, Ariz. (AP) 
— As he bounces his pickup down 
a rocky trail, fourth-generation 
rancher Jack Metzger says he’s 
considering turning his cattle 
ranch into a suIxUvision. 

Metzger said he’s just scraping 
by. Beef prices are low. Costs keep 
going up. A booming elk popula- 
tion “almost overgrazed us into 
oblivion" a few years back. 

Now, a lawsuit that mirrors 
changes cLscwhcrc in the West is 
threatening to raise the fees he 
pays to. lease state-owned grazing 
land to supplement his privately 
owned aaeage. 

If someone e]sc outbids him for 
the state Ica^-, Metzger says he 
may be forced to give up the 
Hying M Ranch. 

"As soon as we lose that lease, 
you’ve got a private little country 
subdivision out here,” says 
Metzger, who ranches 1-iO square 
miles of state, fcd'eral and private 
land ulxmt 3S milcs'southcost of 
Flagstaff. "If you lose the ability 
to asc the land, you sell the land. 

"Hie whole idea turns my stom- 
ach." 

Earlier this year, a judge in 
Phoenix struck down the state 
Land Department’s praaicc of let- 
ting many ranchers renew ihcir 
grazing leases indefinitely without 
competitive bidding. Tiiat praaicc 
violated the department’s mission 
of generating the most revenue to 
help fund schools, Maricopa 
County Superior Court Judge B. 
MidiacI Daiin ruled. 

“The Land Department is the 
alter cgu of the ranchers,” said 
Tim Hogan of tlie Arizona Center 
for Law in the Public Interest, 
which filed the lawsuit. "1 think 
they’ve always viewed it as their 
job not to maximize benefits to 
the public .schools but to take care 
of the ranclting industry.” 


KAYSVILLE, Uu\h (AP) — 
This was a different Chrisima.s 
for Ann and tier two cluldrcn. But 
at least it was a safe one. 

In June, Ann’s husband of 11 
years ran over her intentionally 
ivith his motorcycle os their chil- 
dren, ages $ and 5, watched. 
Wliilc recovering from a bruised 
brain and herniated disc, she 
decided to leave him for the sev- 
enth — and last — time. 

“I just couldn’t get far enough 
away,” says Ann (not her real 
name). She fled to another state 
and stayed with her sister, but 
her spouse tracked her down and 
peppered that household with 
threats. 

llicn Ann found out about tlie 
Slieltcr In Davis County, which 
opened diis month. 

The ciglit-bedroom secure facil- 
ity in downtown Kaysville can 
house a total of 32 women and 
children. It was funded through 
federal, state and county grams 
won by the Davis Citizens’ 
Coalition Against Violence, as 
well as donations from the 
United Way and residents. 

“Our hope is to provide a safe 
place to stay and connea them to 
re.sources tliaC con help them gel 
a better life for themselves and

For years, Pwdy says, residents 
had underestimated the extent of 
domestic violence in Davis 
County. "Word is out now, and it 
won’t be as hidden as it has 
been," she says. 

Studies show a woman is beat- 
en cvciy 15 seconds in the United 
States — yci relatively few report 
the violence. In Davis County, 
3,099 domestic-abuse cases were 
reported in 1996 — and 200 vic- 
tims entered shelters. 

Making that move was difficult 
for Ann, but slig's glad she did.

A typical day bepins with shel- 
ter residents making their own 
breakfast in the kitchen — the 
pantry is brimming vniii donated 
food. Starting next month, repre- 
sentatives of the Division of 
Workforce Services, Davis 
County Mental Health and other 
agencies also will hold morning 
meetings with victims. 

Afternoons arc spent with the 
shelter’s social worker, on loan 
from the state Division of Child 
and Family Services, and the 
child counselor. Residents cat 
dinner together every night. 

The average stay is 12 days, 
with a 30day limit. Four families 
— four women and 12 children — 
arc in the shelter this week 

"Tltcy give you a lot of outlets 
and community resources I 
wasn’t aware of," Ann s.nys. And 
those resources help families 
become self-reliant.

Appeals court 
cleats man in crash 

SALT LAKE CFTY (AP) - llic 
Utah Court of Appes^ has rejected 
a 510 million bwsuit Hied against 
Draper by the family of a 21-ycor- 
old man left severely broin-aam- 
aged by a 1993 van-truck ottslt. 

The court’s decision, handed 
down Friday, rejected daims by 
the family of Kenneth Read Snell 
that the southwest Salt Lake 
County community was civilly 
liable for the neddenc. 

On Oa 13, 1993, Snell, 21, was 
ferrying a vanload of a research 
animals to ilic University of Uroli. 
Traveling at up to 67 mph, he 
Snell onshed into a truck that had 
turned into his path in Draper, 
according to coun records. 

His family had sued, maintain- 
ing Draper was culpable because 
it had failed to post a sign for 
northbound traffic, although it 
had posted a 40 mph sign for the 
soutlibound lanes. 

The accident occurred while 
Snell was driving from the Lchi 
Animal Shelter to Salt Lake City, 
traveling along a frontage road 
just cost of Interstate 15. About a 
mile after crossing from Utah 
County into Draper, the north- 
bound Snell approached the pri- 
vate road to Geneva Rock.

Dear Mr. WoIfT: 

RHO opened, one dub and I dou- 
bled with 4-4-4-1 distribution and 
16 HCP (singleton club). When 
parlncf responded one diamond, 
was I strong enough to cue-bid 
two clubs to check further on a 
major?

ANSWER: You were not strong 
enough to cue-bid. You had a com- 
fortable raise to two diamonds. A 
takeout double followed by a vol- • 
untary raise promises about an 
acS more than an opening bid. If 
partner has a hidden major, he 
may bid it over two diamonds. 

Dear Mr. Wolff: 

We had a 70-point partscorc and 
partner opened two hearts 
(strong). Do the Laws compel me 
to keep the bidding open? I had a 
Yarborough with four small 
hearts. 

Kicclrii. Conlfjna, Trut 

ANSWER: The laws do not pre- 
scribe the details oT bidding sys- 
tems. They deline correct proce- 
dure and provide adequate 
remedy when the course of the 
game is disturbed. With very poor 
hands, most partnerships require 
responder to offer a negative re- 
sponse regardless of strength and . 
the score. Sometimes opener 
holds a strong two-suiter and 
needs only a trump fit to make a 
slam. 

Dear Mr. Wolff: 

With K-x in dummy, declarer 
cashed the king and continued 
wiUi the low one. I held the queen 
and a small onc.-Since I thought 
he was going to play his ace, I had 
my small card detached and 
ready to play. Surprisingly, he fi- 
nessed and I won my queen. Was 
my behavior unethical?

ANSWER: Yes. detaching any 
card before it's your turn to play 
is a severe breach of ethics.

The only disease 
mentioned by at least 1 percent 
of adults isiUDS. 

When the Harvard Schmil of 
Public Health reported Inst wx-ck 
on its nationwide survey. 
“American Altitudes Toward 
Children's Health Care Issues." 
health care was conspicuously 
absent. 

The findings suggest that the 
"family values" agenda has 
caught on with the public more 
than the “health care” agenda, 
said Ruben J. Blendon, profes- 
sor nf health policy and politi- 
cal analysis at both the Harvard 
School of Public Health and the 
Kennedy School of 
Government, who directed the 
study.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — Otitis 
media has been gulling n lot of 
attention lately. 

Treatment of the all too com- 
mon childhood car infection has 
engendered controversy recent- 
ly- 

Traditional use of antibiotics 
is being frotvned upon by some 
in the medical community as 
being unnecessary in n large 
number of ear infections. 

Instead, a body of research 
suggests that doctors should 
hold off using antibiotics initial- 
ly, and if they do pre.scribe an 
antibiotic, cut back on the num- 
ber of days their young patients 
stay on it. 

“We used to be told to keep 
them on amibioiics for 10 days, 
nmv the advice is five to seven 
days," .said pediatrician David 
Jones of Tallahassee, Flsi. “And 
unless children :ire really symp- 
lomutic, sometimes it is best to 
wail and sec what exactly you 
arc dealing with.” 

Some parents find the new 
rccommenilaiions a bitter pill to 
swallow.

Dad picked it 
up. It was from the Mrs. Santa 
Claas Club. When we opened it, I 
could not believe what was inside: 
warm jackets, pants, shirts, under- 
wear - all the right size for me - 
and/or my kid brother. There 
were also small blankets for my 
baby brother, and to top it off, 
toys for each of us. 

My parents were elated, and my 
mother forgave me for stealing 
the postcard. She said, “I think 
Cod knew what he was doing” 

In addition, Uic two teachers at 
school had procured, at their own 
expense, a present for each kid in 
tJie sdiool: a pair of lace-up boots 
for each boy, and a pair of fur- 
lined overshoes for eaiili giri. 

So, Abby, that's the story of the 
best Cliristmas I can rcmcm^r - 
thanks to a vety benevolent group 
of people and two generous 
schooltcadicrs.

C’mon, it’ll be fun. Why won’t 
you just cooperate? What are you 
trying to do? Ruin the holidays 
for your entire family? There 
goes my heart again! Just play, 
you ingrate! 

OK. First question: What’s a 
good way to ease the tension sur- 
rounding family interaction dur- 
ing the holidays? 

A. Drink. 

B. Drink more. 

C Play a game. 

If you answered C, you're part- 
ly there — and you'll probably 
remember a good deal more 
about the holidays. 

At this time of year, stress 
reaches a holiday high that's 
often augmented by mandatory 
family get-togethers. As a 
diversion from seasonal dys- 
function, playing organised 
games has become as much of a 
holiday staple as watching 
chintzy, dated animated spe- 
cials. Pulling out that dusty 
edition of Trivial Pursuit — or 
any game, from Scrabble to 
Scruples — can help maintain 
good cheer. 


“The worst thing is when peo- 
ple get bored and bicker with 
each other. Games are a way of 
structuring or funncling those 
feelings," says Dr. Ann Stamblcr, 
child psychotherapist and co- 
founder of children’s game manu- 
facturer Gamewright, based in 
Boston.

To that end, Stamblcr and her 
husband, Monty Stambler, child 
psychotherapist and Harvard 
Medical School faculty member, 
developed Gamewright. Its 
bright, memory-enhancing and 
shape-recognition games arc 
meant to accommodate kids, but 
also appeal to adults. They tend 
not to be conflict-causers, 
Stamblcr says. 

Not all kids arc weak oppo- 
nents, however. Precocious 
youngsters who slaughter older 
relatives at tests of mental acu- 
men such as Trivial Pursuit or 
Scrabble can cause even more 
angst at family gatherings by pro- 
moting jealousy and bitterness. 

“That’s not a problem of the 
game, it's a family problem," 
Stambler says. “You can't blame 
the family pathology on the 
game." 

And face it, some families just 
aren’t going to let a gome board 
get in the way of traditional bick-' 
ering. 

Psychologists and game 
experts ogree the most produc- 
tive makeshift gomes arc ones 
that bring the family closer 
together through shared experi- 
ences, or provide a window into 
the fomily for new members and 
friends. 


Weekly apology may 
help save relationship 


Q. My 15-ycor-oId daughter and 
I have a lousy relationship, and I’m 
to blame. When she was about 12, 
1 realized she had a mind of her 
own and wasn’t going to conform 
to my lofty expectations. The more 
1 tried to influence her, the more 
she let me know that she had her 
own tastes and ways of doing 
things. 1 became increasingly 
angry and dlsapprovlng, and she 
become Incrcasin^y defensive and 
belligerent. Today, our relation- 
ship turns around insults, sarcasm 
and yelling. I know IVe made her 
feel terrible about herself and 
mode it almost Impossible for her 
to please me. It’s beginning to 
show In her grades and her choice 
of friends. Is there an>ihing I am 
do to salvage this siiunlion? 

A. First, 1 agree wholeheartedly 
with you; the problem with you 
and your daughter is your fault. 

As she approached adolescence, 
you began wanting her to be an 
extension of you, to cany on your 
hopes and dreams and your choice 
of clothes and furniture and 
friends and probably, in the long 
run, husbands as well. When she 
didn't let you take over her life, 
you took out your anger on her. It’s 
on old story, one that fathers and 
sons act out as often as mothers 
and daughters. 

As you already know, you treated 
the problem, and you have to hx it. 
And, yes, it can be fixed. For 
staners, I recommend on invention 
called “An Apology A Week.” 

The name says it all. Once a 
week, you apologize to your daugh- 
ter for one of the many blunders 
you’ve made over the past five 
years. Fm not talking about a tear- 
ful, dramatic scene, complete with 
organ music, but a short, simple 
statement of fact. You’ve messed 
things up, you know it, and you 
want to clear the air. 

Pick a time when you and your 
daughter are together privately 
and not likely to be distracted for 
the next five minutes. Say you're 
riding olong in the cor together 
and out of the blue you start talk- 
ing. 

"You know, Leslie, I've been 
tiiinking lately about something 1 
did several years ago that was real- 
ly dumb. I’m talking about when I 
persuaded you to take piano 
lessons, which you hated, and 
which 1 finally let you quit, oficr 
many battles over practicing. 
Shortly thereafter, you asked for 
guitar lcs.sons, but I refused 
because of tlic piano incident. You 
argued that the piano was my idea 
and that you should noi be pun- 
ished for not liking it, but I 
wouldn't budge. Well, you were

riglit. I was mad and acted like a 
cl^d because you wouldn't let me 
run your life. 'Diings like that have 
mode it very diffi^t to you to be 
open with me. I don't know if you’d 
still like to take guitar lessons, but 
if you do, m provide them with no 
strings attached. If you don't like 
them, you con quit witli my blcs.s- 
ings.” 

Tm not suggesting that you dose 
cadi apology by giving her some- 
thing, but an occasional “peace 
offering," if it seems to fit the .situ- 
ation, would be helpful. 

Once you’ve delivered the apok/- 
gy, say no more nnd don't expect 
anything in return from her, even 
acknowledgment that she heard 
you. Initially, she's not going to 
trust what site hears from you and 
may think you're trying to trick 
her into giving you an apology for 
something she has done. Don't 
apologize more than once a week, 
cither, lest you begin to sound 
insincere to her sensitive cars, 

At best, it's going to take a few 
weeks for her to begin trusting you 
and warming up to you. To begin 
with, slie may«rcject your attempts 
to establish positive communica- 
tion. If so, simply acknowledge her 
anger by saying somcUiing like, "I 
don't blame you for still l>eing mad 
about it, even after all this time," 
and let the matter drop. 

I have found that an apology a 
week can go a long way toward 
defusing a conflict-ridden parent- 
child relationship, but it's not 
going 10 completely turn Uic trick. 
In addition, find ways of spending 
time with her without seeming to 
force yourself or your likes upon 
her. Remember, she i.s her own 
person, 

A few words of caution: un apol- 
ogy is not Uic some as beg^ng for 
forgiveness or putting yourself 
down, Nor does this mean you 
should start letting her get away 
ivitii misbehavior. Tlie idea is nni 
to give away power, but to retrieve 
the power you threw awoy.

Growing numbers of gay men 
are trying to become fathers

NEW YORK — Two dozen 
guys in a too-small room lake 
turas desaibing why they long to. 
become dads. One man 
announces that his sister has 
agreed to bear his lover’s baby by 
artifidol insemination. 

"We kept trying to conceive on 
our own, but it didn't work,” his 
partner deadpans, triggering a 
torrent of lau^tcr. 

Each month, as many as SO 
investors, lawyers, child psy- 
chologists, banquet managers, 
therapists, real-estate agents 
and business owners meet at 
the Lesbian and Gay 
Community Services Center's 
“Wanna Be Dads" workshop to 
network, confab and explore 
the possibilities of fatherhood 
through adoption, foster parent- 
ing, surrogacy or sharing par- 
enting with women. Most of 
those who attend arc in stable 
relationships of more than 
seven years' duration, although 
unattached men also partici- 
pate. 

“For gay men, this is a real 
awakening. They don't know 
what the logistics are” and are 
starved for information, notes 
Will Wake, a registered nurse 
and leader of the two-ycar-old 
group,

boomlct is a well-known urban 
phenomenon, growing numbers 
of gay men are quietly embark- 
ing on the ultimate planned 
parenthood. No.statistics have 
been compiled, but surveys of 
courts in the New York City 
metropolitan area indicate that 
several dozen gay men com- 
plete the adoption process 
each year. In New Jersey last 
month, two men made history 
when a state judge allowed 
them to adopt the toddler they 
had reared from infancy as fos- 
ter parents. 

Some men, such as the cou- 
ple who opened this story, opt 
for surrogacy (apparently legal 
in New York only if no money 
is exchanged) or sharing cus- 
tody of children with straight 
women or lesbians. Some adopt 
privately, at a cost of $15,000 

or more. Others begin as fos- 
ter parents, requesting chil- 
dren who are likely to become 
eligible for adoption, or go 
through gay-friendly private 
agencies. 

Just like straight prospective 
adopters, most “Wanna Be Dads” 
wont healthy infants. 

While the law forbids discrimi- 
nation by agcndcs, and a series 
of court decisions has affirmed 
the rights of gay parents in New 
York, Wake cautions aspiring 
dads that “there's a totem pole of 


who gccs'whai, and gay men arc 
at the bottom." 

While gay men are encour- 
aged to be honest about the 
.kind of child they, seek, .the 
more conditions they place con- 
cerning a child’s age, health 
and race, the longer they will 
wail to have their dreams real- 
ized.

There in The 
Seattle Times he .sees u story 
ahout a five-masted ship, the 
Korest Dream, which is about to 
leave Victoria, British Cohimbia, 
on a niiind-ihe-world trip to

As a young man seeking adven- 
ture and a reader of Joseph 
Conrad, Thomsen ju.st had to lie 
on tile Forest Dream. 

His hard times, higli times and 
udveimires as part of the ship’s 
crew of 12 during that six-month 
ordeal are told in his memoir, 
"Voyage of the Forest Dream." 

Thomsen, who was born in 
Denmark, began to put the story 
of his life down on paper for his 
family. He published this part to 
share tlie journal of a shipmate, 
Malcolm Chisolm, and the diary 
of a third man, Archie Horka, 
who joined the crew in Australia. 

Togetlier they bring back tlie 
days when .sailing out of Puget 
Sound meant traveling on the 
wind. Sailors bad to climb the

masts to set or trim liie sitils at all 
hours, in any wetiiher.

It’s rime fora preview. Coming 
soon, in 1998 ... 

I was browsing through a list of 
(rends in the "Old Farmer's 
Almanac” when 1 began thinking 
about what’s new, what's old 
(surely not me!) and what's bock 
in style. 

Just about everything costs 
more than ever, of course. And 
no one is predicting a downward 
plunge in prices for 1998. But a 
few scica household goods have 
actually gotten cheaper through, 
(he years. 

For example, a clothes dryer 
(hat costs $360 today would have 
cost $1,770 in 1947 (in 1997 dol- 
lars). 

Now I know why my grand- 
mother said clotheslines were 
wonderful and clothes dryers 
ivere "silly contrapdons." 

Similarly, a $300 "TV would 
have cost $3,280 in 1947. 

My parents didn't buy one undl 
years later, wben the prices were 
substantially lower. (Remember 
how blue the skies were on 
“Bonania" when you got that 
magical color TV set?) 

Ibc cost of a home is another 
story. 

^ average home in the United 
States, now at a median of 
$131,500, would be equal (in 
today’s dollars) to $49,330 in 
1950. 

Houses cost big bucks. Wc 
spend lots more money on our 
homes than our parents did, but 
wc cam lots more than they did, 
too. 

One sign that wc are entering 
1998 with the economy in pretty 
good shape: Businesses arc bold- 
ing holiday parties again. 

Lost year, 97 percent of compa- 
nies in the United States had a 
Christmas party - up from a low 
of only 16 percent in 1990, when 
layoffs dampened the mood. 

And speaking of percentage 
increases, life expectancy has hit 
an oll-timc high. According to the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, if a man makes it to 
age 65, his average life expectan- 



cy is now 80.S yean. The report 
doesn’t mention women, but 
we’ve always lived longer than 
men - and the men have always 
insisted that wc drive them to 
earlier graves. 

That probably won’t change. 
Now here’s on interesting 
notional trend: (Physical) fighting 
among boys in school yards is 
down, but (physical) fighting 
among girls in s^ool yards is up. 
(Have we been pumping too 
much iron?) 1 don't think 1 want 
to try and figure that one out. 
rd rather go shopping 
Here’s what's “in” omong 
retailers; 1950s furniture, big 
pantries, vintage desk lamps and 
anything else that reminds 
today’s Baby Boomer of 
Grandma’s house. 

That’s right. Nostalgia will be 
big in 1998. In fact, a lot of people 
arc even moving bock to the 
farm. 

Last year, 1.6 million more 
Americans moved to rural places 
than from them. 

The majority of us arc tradi- 
tional in other ways, too. Wc still 
get married, and have children, 
and profess a belief in God, and 
work hard. 

Wc also get older, every year. 
Some of the changes that come 
with age arc inevitable, I sup- 
pose. We tend to become more 
cynical than we used to be, and 
we discover more of life’s gray 
areas. More compromises. More 
confusion. 

Wc may hold tight to our basic 
values, but our perspectives 
change. 

Some of us become more 
accepting of people who arc dif- 
ferent from us, or wo find a way 


to recapture the wonder of life in 
our children’s eyes. Some of us 
don’t. 

One day, my son started get- 
ting bored with his favorite 
’’Goosebumps” books, and he 
couldn’t understand why. He told 
me he thought someone else had 
started writing them. But the real 
explanation was much simpler 
th^ that. 

Children eventually outgrow 
their childhood books, along with 
their jeans and their shoes ... and 
their idealistic perspectives on 
life. 

An elderly woman once told 
me about the days when ice 
cream was two dips for a nickel. 
She would take her IS-ccnt 
return on her school locker fee 
every year and spend it on icc 
acam. She would sit on the curb 
and cat 15 cents worth of the glo- 
rious stuff. While she sat there, 
she would watch people go into 
the icc acam shop and buy one 
dip of chocolate, one dip of straiv- 
berry and one dip of vanilla, as if 
they did this every day - and she 
would think about how rich those 
people must be. 

Today, that woman has icc 
acorn whenever she wants it. But 
it doesn’t taste nearly as good. 

Each new year is a gift. 
Perspective may change, new 
trends may arise, but we must 
still find ways to savor life and 
give something back to it. A. key, 
we ore told, is to be good to our- 
selves. 

One trend I read about just 
might help. 

l^st year, more people had car 
accidents on Monday than on any 
other day of the week, and heart 
problems and strokes have also 
begun to peak on Monday morn- 
ings. 

There’s something about that 
day. 

My suggestion for starting the 
new year right; Let’s give every- 
body Mondays off.

The Forest Dreom was one of 
throe wooden sailing ships built 
in Aberdeen in 1919, Huyeke 
s-tys. They were built to haul lum- 
ber. but Itad short careers at the 
en<l of the sailing era. 

“Judas I’riest! Don't call them 
tall ships," says Huyeke. Only 
laiidlublicrs use that term. 

He likes Thomsen’s memoir, 
-s-nying it’s “one of the best 
liecause it’s auiobiographicnl, and 
an autobiographical book from 
the I920's is very rare." 

The "Voyage of the Forest 
Dream” was only one chapter in 
nioneteii’s remarkable life. Irving 
in the Onst Guard in World War 11. 
he rtimined and sank a Japanese 
stilnniuinc. He was decorated with 
the Legion of Merit.

I hear myself saying what aiher 
Southern Californians from 
northern states say in Vrinien "1 
miss the beauty of the snow-cov- 
ered landscape, but I don't miss 
the driving." 

It’s partly true. 1 don’t miss 
shoveling the driveway, scraping 
ice from the windshield, holding 
my breath on slick curves. But 1 
think rd risk it again, just to see 
those pine bouglis weighted with 
snow and the way ice pistons on 
open fields after a blizzard. 

I rcmemlicr how the tvimer sun 
sometimes throws blue and 
lavender streaks across the hills 
tike washes of waicrcnlors. Icicles 
hang like daggers from house 
caves. Icc-coated cherry trees 
crackle in the sun. 

That's when birds mvooped into 
the feeder in my yard, .singing for 
their supper. Tlicy came in tviivcs 
like acts in a ballet — the blue 
says, cardinals, juncos and gros- 
beaks.

A, A married woman age ii2 or 
older can receive lieiicfits on iter 
husbaiul’s Social Security record 
only if her hiMband is vmitleci to 
ruiirement or disabiliiy benefits.

“I’d been drinking for 33, 34 
years on a daily lKxsi.s,” Courtney 
explained during a bretik in prac- 
tice. "But when my family started 
to drop away from me ... that did 
it" She knew slie had to diange. 

"Alcoholism is a poorly identi- 
fied and poorly recoghized condi- 
tion in the elderly,” said Meg 
Campbcll-Kotlcr, with the 
Montgomery County Commission 
on A^ng, a spoasor of die troupe. 
As many a.s one in five of those 
over 65 have problems witli alco- 
hol, rcseurchcrs say. 

liiu theater approach was pio- 
neered in Boston, with 'llic Next 
G^cration, and new irauixis are 
forming in Michigan and other 
states.

When they finally decided to 
take formal action, Sexton’s 
children went to the libraiy and 
rend up on alcoiiolisni and 
aging.
